Health      Service      Expenditure. — The 

Vote  on  Account  for  1952-53,  presented  to 
the  House  of  Commons  on  February  27, 
gives  estimated  expenditure  on  the  National 
Health  Service,  1952-53,  as  £402,286,500 
(an  increase  of  £2,780,000  over  the  pre- 
vious year's  figure). 

N.H.S.  Lists  in  Post  Offices.— So  that 
they  can  be  referred  to  by  the  public  as 
supplements  to  the  main  lists,  additions  to 
the  medical,  dental,  pharmaceutical  and 
ophthalmic  lists  are  now  going  to  be  issued 
by  Executive  Councils  to  Post  Offices 
separately  from  deletions  and  amendments. 

Tax  on  Protective  Clothing. — Purchase 
tax  will  now  be  payable  on  overall  gowns 
and  boiler  suits  if  the  statutory  wholesale 
value  of  the  garments  is  over  £2  5s.  (tax 
will  be  charged  only  on  the  amount  in 
excess  of  that  figure.  Similarly  the  tax 
free  limit  for  industrial  boots  is  £3. 

Remuneration  of  Doctors. — The  special 
provision  made  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
for  the  remuneration  of  doctors  has  been 
extended  to  the  year  ending  March  31,  by 
the  National  Health  Service  (General 
Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  Services) 
Amendment  Regulations,  1952  (S.I.,  1952 
No.  419).  The  regulations  came  into  force 
on  March  5. 

Conference  of  Animal  Technicians. — 
A  fifth  congress  of  animal  technicians, 
organised  by  the  laboratory  animals 
bureau  of  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
is  being  held  in  Cambridge  on  March  31 
and  April  1.  Persons  wishing  to  attend 
should  apply  now  for  an  invitation  to  the 
bureau  at  the  M.R.C.  Laboratories,  Holly 
Hill,  Hampstead,  London,  N.W.3. 

Monopolies  and  Restrictive  Practices. 
— The  third  annual  report  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  on  the  working  of  the  Monopolies 
and  Restrictive  Practices  (Inquiry  and 
Control)  Act,  1948,  was  published  on 
March  10  by  H.M.  Stationery  Office  (price 
6d.).  The  report  is  for  1951  and  includes 
a  survey  of  the  suggestions  and  requests 
made  to  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the  refer- 
ence of  subjects  to  the  Monopolies  Com- 
mission. 

Expensive  Prescription  Payments. — As 

a  result  of  representations  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  supported  by  evidence  from  a 
small-scale  survey  carried  out  by  the  Cen- 
tral National  Health  Service  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee,  further  reductions 
have  been  made  from  March  1  in  the  limit- 
ing values  on  groups  of  expensive  prescrip- 


tions that  may  be  sent  to  the  Pricing 
Bureau  for  advance  pricing.  To  comply  with 
the  arrangements  the  prescriptions  must  fall 
within  one  of  the  following  classes: — (a) 
Bulk  prescriptions  as  described  in  ECN 
36:  One  or  more  of  not  .  less  than  £50 
total  net  ingredient  cost,  (b)  Ordinary  pres- 
criptions :  Individual  forms  containing  a 
prescription  or  prescriptions  of  an  aggre- 
gate value  of  not  less  than  £15  net  in- 
gredient cost,  (c)  Groups  of  prescriptions, 
bulk  or  otherwise  (not  necessarily  for  the 
same  drug) :  No  prescription  to  be  less 
than  £1  1  os.  net  ingredient  cost  and  the 
total  net  ingredient  cost  of  the  group  to 
be  not  less  than  £25. 

Open  General  Licence  Changes. — A 
further  list  of  imported  commodities  -for 
which  import  licences  will  now  be  required 
if  originating  in  countries  other  than  the 
scheduled  territories  (see  C.  &  D.,  1951. 
II.64 1 ),  has  been  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  following  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer's Budget  Speech  on  March  il 
Changes  to  the  Notice  to  Importers  No. 
478  include  the  following  deletions:  — 
Appendix  1  :  Pine  oil,  shellac,  dipentene, 
and  gums  arabic  and  tragacanth. 
Appendix  2  (Group  1,  Part  A):  Malt  ex- 
tract.

lints,  adhesive  plasters,  sanitary  towels, 
hospital  aseptic  furniture,  hospital  enamel- 
ware,  elastic  stockings  and  dental  waxes.

Combs  and  lipstick  cases.

Registered  Pharmacists'  Union. — The 
annual  meeting  of  the  Registered 
Pharmacists'  Union  was  held  on  February 
27,  when  a  new  council  was  elected  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  R.  F.  Abbott,  C.  E. 
Churchfield,  V.  Dobson,  D.  J.  Gibson,  F.  J. 
Neale,  G.  H.  Sheard,  G.  A.  Thomas, 
W.  C.  S.  Thomas  and  J.  A.  Towe.  Messrs. 
G.  H.  Sheard,  C.  E.  Churchfield,  G.  A. 
Thomas  were  elected  Trustees,  and  Messrs. 
R.  F.  Abbott  and  V.  Dobson  Auditors.  Mr. 
G.  H.  Armitage  v/as  re-elected  Secretary. 
iThe  council's  report  was  adopted  and 
jpassed.  The  secretary  laid  before  the 
[meeting  details  of  problems  now  facing 
contractors  and  non-contractors  (the  pro- 
posed shilling  levy,  "  co  op  "  dividend  on 
the  shilling,  and  the  breaking-down  of  the 
official  rota  scheme).  He  drew  attention  to 
the  effect  of  the  Jenkin  case  in  limiting  the 
Society's  powers  over  its  members'  hours 
of  business.  The  meeting  decided  that  the 
only  alternative  that  now  presented  itself 
for  a  controlled  and  definite  service  outside 
normal  hours  of  dispensing  was  the  setting- 
up  of  a  panel  of  private  contractors,  on  an 
area  basis,  with  special  reference  to  the 
proximity  of  health  centres.  The  scheme 
could  operate  either  from  one  central  unit 
or  from  shops  in  close  proximity  to  each 
other.  The  force  of  public  opinion,  said 
the  secretary,  would  probably  bring  about 
some  extensions  to  present  hours  of  dis-^ 
pensing  by  the  larger  pharmaceutical 
organisations.  Model  schemes  were  already 
operating  in  New  Zealand,  South  Africa, 


Glasgow  and  Sheffield.  An  agreed  out-of- 
normal-hours  scheme  ,  would  put  the  brake 
on  the  arbitrary  extensions  now  spreading 
by  publicising  official  hours  of  service.  The  jj 
present  "  breakaway "  movement  of  un- 
official extensions  was  stigmatised  as  retro- 
grade. Unless  some  definite  scheme  were 
evolved,  all  retail  pharmacists  would  soon 
be  on  the  "  slippery  slope "  to  the  long 
pre-war  hours.  Approaches  should  be  made 
to  Executive  Councils  for  adequate  rota 
fees.  After  the  secretary's  report  Mr.  D.  J. 
Gibson  presented  the  balance  sheet  and 
statement  of  accounts.  He  was  compli- 
mented on  the  absence  of  outstanding 
debts  and  the  substantial  cash  balance 
standing  to  the  Union's  credit  at  the  bank. 

Name  Removed. — The  Statutory  Com- 
mittee of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  met  in  London  on  March 
5,  Mr.  D.  A.  Scott  Cairns,  Q.C.,  in  the 
chair,  to  consider  three  charges  against 
Thomas  Morley  Willoughby,  Taunton, 
Somerset.  He  was  charged  with  dispensing 
drugs  not  in  accordance  with  a  National 
Health  Service  prescription,  supplying  a 
Dangerous  Drug  in  a  form  not  ordered  by 
the  doctor;  and  submitting  to  the  Pricing 
Committee  a  prescription  for  Omnopon 
tablets  when  no  such  tablets  had  been 
supplied.  Mr.  Willoughby  was  not  repre- 
sented by  counsel  or  solicitor.  The  events 
in  question  occurred  on  Boxing  Day  1950, 
when  other  pharmacies  were  closed  for 
bank  holiday.  Mr.  Willoughby  said  that 
there  was  a  severe  epidemic  of  'flu  at  the 
time  and  that  certain  drugs  were  in  short 
supply.  The  doctor  had  prescribed  mor- 
phine sulphate  tablets,  which  the  chemist 
was  unable  to  provide.  He  therefore  re- 
turned the  prescription  to  the  doctor  and 
suggested  Soneryl.  The  doctor  did  not 
consider  Soneryl  suitable  for  his  patient, 
and  ordered  Omnopon.  Being  out  of  stock 
of  Omnopon  and  unable  to  get  in  touch 
with  the  doctor  as  he  was  not  on  the  tele- 
phone, the  chemist  dispensed  Soneryl  and 
\  gr.  morphine  sulphate  in  powder.  He 
stated  that  he  did  so  with  the  idea  of 
being  helpful  to  doctor  and  patient,  and 
instructed  the  messenger  to  take  them  to 
the  doctor  who  would  then  be  able  to 
make  a  decision.  He  subsequently  ascer- 
tained, he  said,  that  the  messenger  had 
failed  to  do  so  and  had  gone  home.  On 
visiting  the  patient  next  morning  the  doc- 
tor found  that  his  condition  had  deterio- 
rated. He  diagnosed  morphine  poisoning, 
which  he  treated  successfully,  though  the 
patient,   an   old   man.   subsequently  died 
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from  other  causes.  The  chairman  said  that 
they  could  not  regard  the  matter  as  merely 
technical.  The  chemist  had  been  dealing 
with  dangerous  drugs,  and  it  was  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  the  directions  of 
the  doctor  should  be  strictly  complied 
with.  Departure  from  those  directions 
could  only  be  regarded  as  serious.  In  the 
circumstances,  the  Committee  found  that 
his  conduct  rendered  him  unfit  to  be  on 
the  register  and  found  it  necessary  to 
direct  the  registrar  to  remove  his  name, 
the  direction  to  take  effect  in  three 
months'  time.  Under  the  Act  it  was  open 
to  the  chemist  to  apply  for  reinstatement, 
but  the  Committee  would  not  regard 
favourably  an  application  for  readmission 
made  earlier  than  twelve  months  from 
March  5. 

Guild  Activities  in  Manchester. — The 

Manchester  branch  of  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists  held  its  annual  dinner  and 
dance  on  February  26,  Mr.  W.  E.  Phillip- 
son  (chairman)  presiding.  Dr.  H.  Davis 
(chief  pharmacist,  Ministry  of  Health)  pro- 
posing "  The  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists," 
congratulated  the  branch  on  continuing  to 
uphold  the  social  side  of  the  Guild's 
original  objects.  Mrs.  E.  Stubbs  (deputy 
chief  pharmacist,  Crumpsall  Hospital)  re- 
plied. "  Our  Guests  "  was  proposed  by  the 
chairman  and  replied  to  by  Mr.  F.  S.  Stan- 
cliffe  (chairman,  Salford  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committee).  The  organiser,  toastmas- 
ter  and  master  of  ceremonies  was  Mr.  W.  T. 
Chatterton  (chief  pharmacist,  Manchester 
Royal  Eye  Hospital).  (Picture  p.  337). — 
An  address  on  "  The  Relief  of  Pain  "  was 
given  to  the  branch  by  Dr.  F.  Wrigley 
(head  of  clinical  research,  Roche  Products, 
Ltd.),  on  January  18.  He  made  special 
reference  to  sedatives  and  analgesics. — A 
business  meeting  was  held  on  February  8 
to  discuss  motions  sent  in  by  other 
branches  for  the  Guild  branch  district 
meeting.

Students'  Journal. — The  Irish  Pharma- 
ceutical Students'  Association  has  pub- 
lished the  second  edition  of  its  journal 
the  "  Pharmacy  Student,"  with  a  foreword 
by  Mr.  Joe  Cahill  (president  of  the  Asso- 
ciation) pleading  for  more  support  for  the 
Association.  Messrs.  D.  O'Sullivan  and 
P.  O'Briain  deal  with  the  activities  of  the 
Gaelic  Athletic  Association  Club  and  of 
the  International  Pharmaceutical  Students' 
Federation. 


Supplementary  Estimate  Approved.  — 

The  Northern  Ireland  Parliament  has  ap- 
proved a  supplementary  provision  of 
£225,000  required  by  the  General  Health 
Services  Board  to  meet  the  additional  cost 
of  the  pharmaceutical  services  in  the  pre- 
sent financial  year  (C.  &  D.,  March  8,  p.  j 
302).  The  Minister  of  Health  and  Local 
Government  (Dame  Dehra  Parker)  told 
the  House  that  the  sum  arose  from  the  im-  J 
plementation  of  the  award  of  the  Tribunal 
appointed  to  determine  the  remuneration 
of  chemists  in  Scotland,  and  applied  to 
Northern  Ireland  chemists.  The  Minister 
added  that  owing  to  savings  and  charges 
made  to  patients  for  dentures  and  spec- 
tacles the  cost  of  the  Health  Service  during 
the  year  had  not  exceeded  the  original  j 
estimate. 

Pharmacy  Act  Operative. — By  an  Order 
dated  March  10,  the  Eire  Minister  forj 
Health  (Dr.  J.  Ryan)  has  made  operative  ■ 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  1951,  as  from  the  date 
of  the  Order.  By  the  Act  no  further  ex- 
aminations for  the  qualification  of  Regis- 
tered Druggist  will  be  held  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland,  except  for 
those  apprentices  serving  their  time  with 
Registered  Druggists  prior  to  the  date  on 
which  the  Act  was-  introduced  as  a  Bill. 
During  the  next  three  years  existing  Regis- 
tered Druggists  will  be  enabled  to  sit  for 
a  special  examination,  the  passing  of  which 
will  entitle  them  to  the  title  "  Chemist  and 
Druggist,"  and  to  dispense.  The  ultimate 
effect  of  the  Act  now  in  force  will  be  to 
abolish  in  Eire,  as  in  Northern  Ireland, 
the  qualification  of  Registered  Druggist, 
and  have  only  Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

Enderlein  Serum. — In  Dail  Eireann  on 
March  6  the  Minister  for  Health  was  asked 
by  Mr.  John  McQuillan  if,  in  view  of  the 
claims  made  for  the  efficacy  of  Enderlein 
serum  in  the  treatment  of  Hodgkin's 
disease,  he  would  say  whether  that  drug 
had  been  examined,  and  if  so  with  what 
result.  The  Minister  said  that  no  applica- 
tion for  the  importation  of  the  serum  for 
general  distribution  had  been  received,  so 
that  there  had  been  no  need  for  an  in- 
vestigation. Small  quantities  of  the  serum 
had  been  imported  into  Ireland,  but  it 
should  be  understood  that  full  responsi- 
bility for  the  use  of  any  such  substance 
rested  with  the  medical  practitioners  who 
imported  it.  In  view  of  recent  press  re- 
ports, inquiries  were  made  by  his  depart- 
ment, but  to  date  it  had  not  been  possible 
to  obtain  any  independent  authoritative 
opinions.

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HEALTH  SERVICE  IN 

The  Northern  Ireland  Health  Services 
Board  accepted,  on  February  27,  a  recom- 
mendation from  its  Services  Committee 
for  a  deduction  of  £10  10s.  from  the  re- 
muneration of  a  chemist  who  was  found 
to  have  prescribed  appliances  and  drugs 
and  supplied  drugs  on  blank  prescription 
forms  handed  to  him  by  a  doctor.  The 
chemist  stated  that  the  practice  had  been 
in  operation  for  some  time  but  had  been 
discontinued  a  few  months  previously.  He 
had  been  "  very  hazy  "  about  the  regula- 
tions on  the  matter.  The  idea  of  issuing 
blank  prescription  forms  for  repeats  had 
just  "  dawned  "  on  the  doctor  and  himself. 
He  now  realised  the  error  he  had  com- 
mitted and  it  would  not  be  repeated.  The 
Board  also  ordered  £10  10s.  to  be  de- 
ducted from  the  remuneration  of  the  doc- 
tor, who  had  been  warned  in  1949  about 
issuing  blank  signed  prescription  forms. 

Regulations  Overlooked 

The  Drug  Pricing  Committee  referred 
to  the  Services  Committee  a  chemist's  com- 
plaint that  a  colleague  was  attaching  to 
every  bottle  dispensed  a  label  stating  that 
a  cash  allowance  would  be  made  for  it 
on  return.  The  chemist  wrote  that  he  had 
overlooked  the  regulations  but  had  ceased 
to  use  the  labels. 

The  Drug  Pricing  Committee  decided, 
in  pricing  prescriptions  for  trusses  and 
elastic  hosiery,  to  add  15  per  cent,  to  the 
cost.  That  amount,  with  the  normal  25 
per  cent.,  would  give  40  per  cent,  oncost 
on  those  appliances.  In  view  of  the  pro- 
posed charge  for  prescriptions,  doctors  would 
be  instructed  to  write  prescriptions  for  trusses 
and  elastic:  hosiery  on  separate  forms, 
which  chemists  would  be  instructed  to  sub- 
mit separately.  A  payment  of  £85,181 
(2.4  per  cent,  on  payments  to  chemists  for 
July  1948  to  April  1951)  was  authorised 
under  the  arbitration  award. 

A  doctor,  writing  on  difficulties  experi- 
enced in  ordering  elastic  hosiery,  said  that 
patients  often  returned  from  the  chemist 
with  a  demand  that  the  forms  should  be 
endorsed  "  two-way  stretch."  He  enclosed 
a  letter  from  a  firm  of  suppliers  about  a 
prescription  for  thigh-length  stockings, 
which  stated  that,  as  ordered,  the  stockings 
would  require  to  be  specially  made  at 
high  cost,  whereas  no  trouble  from  the 
Drug  Pricing  Bureau  would  be  experienced 
and  that  cost  would  be  less,  if  two-way 
stretch    were    ordered.     The  Committee

directed  that  the  supplier  should  be  in- 
formed of  the  serious  view  the  Board  took 
of  any  attempt  so  to  influence  a  doctor. 

The  Medical  Advisory  Committee  dis- 
cussed the  submission,  by  a  doctor,  of  a 
number  of  prescriptions  for  large  amounts 
of  Anahaemin  during  a  short  period.  It 
was  agreed  to  ask  for  the  views  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council  on  the  quanti- 
ties prescribed.  The  Medical  Adviser  was 
instructed  to  interview  a  doctor  who  pre- 
scribed 2  lb.  of  Bisodol  on  two  forms  to 
one  patient  during  one  month. 

A  letter  from  the  Hospitals  Authority 
stated  that  the  Authority  was  disturbed  at 
the  results  of  a  review  of  prescript' ons  re- 
ceived from  the  Board  under  the  hospitals 
prescriptions  arrangements.  In  view  of 
abuses  the  Authority  proposed  to  cancel 
the  existing  scheme  from  March  1.  It  was 
recommended  that  it  should,  if  possible,  be 
continued  under  suitable  control. 

SHIPPING  OF  DANGEROUS 
SUBSTANCES 

Recommendations  governing  the  packing, 
stowage  in  ships,  and  labelling  of  more 
than  600  dangerous  substances,  including 
corrosive  and  poisonous  substances  and 
medicinal  and  laboratory  chemicals,  are 
contained  in  the  report,  recently  issued,  of 
a  departmental  committee  appointed  by 
the  Minister  of  Transport.  The  committee 
believes  that  the  recommendations  would 
provide  a  basis  for  an  international  code. 

A  section  on  laboratory  chemicals  gives 
a  table  of  incompatibilities  to  help  in 
avoiding  (a)  generation  of  heat;  (b)  evolu- 
t'on  of  inflammable  or  poisonous  gas,  or 
(c)  formation  of  a  corrosive  liquid.  It  is 
suggested  that  such  substances  may  be 
stowed  under  deck,  but  should  have  top 
stowage,  'to  be  readily  accessible  in  case 
of  fire,  and  should  be  stowed  away  from 
explosives.  Consignments  for  shipment 
should  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of 
compliance  with  the  regulations.  Maxi- 
mum quantity  per  container,  per  case,  and 
per  consignment,  is  laid  down,  together 
with  appropriate  packing  recommendations 
(e.g.,  that  containers  holding  chromium 
trioxide  should  be  packed  without  saw- 
dust). Detailed  rules  for  radioactive  mate- 
rials await  further  consideration  and  are 
not  included.  As  an  interim  measure,  it  is 
recommended  that  particulars  of  all  pro- 
posed shipments  of  radioactive  materials 
should  be  approved  by  the  Ministry.

lercurial  Teething  Powders 

Calomel  and  grey  powder  have  so  long 
record  as  ingredients  in  teething  pow- 
ers that  the  idea  of  banning  their  use 
p.  317)  comes  as  a  shock.  As  you  point 
ut,  the  few  cases  noted  of  chronic  poison- 
bg  from  such  powders  do  not  warrant  so 
rastic  a  step.  Overdosage  by  parents  or 
uardians  is  the  natural  explanation  for 
ccidents  of  this  kind.  Of  thirty-seven 
□rmulas  for  teething  powders  in  "  Phar- 
naceutical  Formulas "  Vol.  I,  thirty-four 
ontain  either  calomel  or  grey  powder. 
The  additions  range  from  a  simple  diluent 
o  mixtures  with  laxatives,  with  antimonial 
lowder  (formerly  official),  and  with  ipec- 
acuanha. The  three  other  formulas  are 
>ased  on  potassium  chlorate.  Colouring 
md  flavouring  are  occasionally  found.  The 
:urrent  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
tates  (p.  413)  that  hydrargyrum  cum  creta 
'  is  used  as  a  mild  purgative,  especially 
or  children  .  .  .  for  infants  and  children 
he  dose  ranges  .from  8  to  60  milligrams 
to  one  grain)  according  to  age."  Here 
s  a  considerable  volume  of  evidence  of 
:ontinuing  popularity.  With  the  exercise 
jf  common  sense  in  the  nursery,  a  young 
phild  should  run  no  obvious  risk,  especi- 
ally as  calomel  and  grey  powder  are  well 
j:olerated  by  little  patients,  and  cases  of 
idiosyncrasy  are  rare  even  if  known.  It  is 
[fair  to  add  that  up-to  date  medical  prac- 
titioners are,  according  to  my  information, 
abandoning  these  time-honoured  remedies. 

Modern  Shop  Lighting 

To  modern  eyes  a  shop  lighted  with 
only  a  few  detached  electric  lamps  can 
easily  appear  dowdy.  Your  illustrated 
article  "  Fittings  for  Window  and  Shop 
Lighting  "  (pp.  321-23)  deals  with  this 
matter  in  a  practical  way.  It  is  worth 
study ;  for  however  much  we  may  be 
agreed  in  theory  as  to  the  desirability  of 
keeping  shop  lighting  up  to  date,  the  intro- 
duction of  changes  needs  in  each  case  a 
preliminary  estimate  of  requirements 
suited  to  existing  shape  and  layout  of 
premises.  Two  points  in  your  article  are 
specially  relevant  in  making  such  an  esti- 
mate. One  point — and  this  may  not  have 
occurred  to  many  readers  —  is  that  the 
lighting  should  be  good  "in  relation  to 
that  of  neighbouring  windows  with  which 
it  must  compete  for  attention."  Competi- 
tion is  a  word  with  more  than  one  shade 
of   meaning ;    in    any   case    a  pharmacy 


should  look  like  a  pharmacy.  The  other 
point  is  avoidance  of  dazzle  and  glare.  I 
like  the  author's  idea  of  "  a  comparatively 
low  level  of  general  illumination  with 
fluorescent  lamps,"  supplemented  with 
tungsten  spotlights.  In  a  hosier's  shop  I 
noticed,  some  time  ago,  a  device  for  illu- 
minating ties  for  inspection  on  the  counter. 
Any  gadget  of  this  kind,  judiciously 
placed,  can  help  to  bring  custom. 

Byron  on  Science 

While  reading  Arthur  Bryant's  "  The 
Age  of  Elegance:  18 12- 1822,"  I  came 
upon  this  flippant  reference  to  science 
quoted  from  Byron  :  "  The  varied  wonders 
that  tempt  us  as  we  pass,  The  cow-pox, 
tractors,  galvanism  and  gas."  The  amusing 
collection  of  nouns  prompts  a  brief  com- 
ment. "  Cow-pox  "  is,  no  doubt,  an  allu- 
sion to  Jenner's  introduction  of  vaccina- 
tion, and  "  gas  "  to  experiments  with  gases 
by  Davy  and  others.  (Davy's  safety  lamp 
was  invented  in  1815.)  "Tractors"  were 
merely  pseudo-scientific.  In  1798  a  patent 
was  granted  to  Benjamin  Douglas  Perkins 
for  his  metallic  tractors.  Each  piece  of 
apparatus  was  shaped  like  a  pair  of  com- 
passes, and  various  metals  were  used  in 
the  construction.  It.  was  claimed  that  by 
drawing  the  points  of  this  contraption  over 
painful  or  diseased  parts  of  the  human 
body  a  patient  was  cured.  Scepticism  turned 
to  ridicule  when  it  was  found,  in  con- 
trolled experiments,  that  much  the  same 
effects  could  be  produced  with  wooden 
imitations  of  the  Perkins  tractors.  How- 
ever, they  were  mentioned  in  the  Schedule 
to  the  1 81 2  Medicines  Stamp  Act.  By  a 
coincidence  an  American  patent  was 
granted  to  Elisha  Perkins,  a  physician, 
for  a  similar  device  in  1796.  Possibly  the 
two  men  were  related.  The  American 
Perkins  became  so  unpopular  with  his  col- 
leagues that  he  was  expelled  from  the 
Medical  Society  of  Connecticut.  The 
fourth  name,  "  galvanism,"  had  a  scope 
extending  from  the  researches  of  Faraday 
to  the  activities  of  popular  lecturers.  It 
affected  pharmacy  by  suggesting  a  gal- 
vanic dentifrice,  three  recipes  for  which 
were  given  in  the  fifth  edition  (1861)  of 
Beasley's  "  Druggist's  General  Receipt 
Book."  All  the  recipes  contained  gold 
leaf  and  silver  leaf.  Beasley  cautiously- 
noted  in  his  book :  "  The  galvanic  action 
of  the  metals  is  thought  to  stimulate  the 
gums."

Prison  for  Theft. — At  Huddersfield 
borough  court,  on  March  7,  Stanley 
Speight,  376  Bradley  Road,  Huddersfield, 
vas  sent  to  prison  for  six  months  on  a 
;eries  of  charges  involving  theft  and  falsi- 
fication. Until  recently,  he  had  been  head 
Adages  clerk  for  L.  B.  Holliday  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
phemical  manufacturers,  Deighton,  Hud- 
iersfield.  The  amount  involved  was  £165. 

Fines  Greatly  Reduced. — Fines  totalling 
£21,000  were  cut  to  £4,800  by  the  Lon- 
don Sessions  Appeals  Committee  recently, 
-vhen  Dr.  Lister's  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  pro- 
ahylactic  manufacturers,  76  New  Oxford 
Street,  and  Borough  High  Street,  appealed 
against  fines  totalling  £12,000,  with 
£52  1  os.  costs,  that  had  been  imposed  at 
Bow  Street  for  offences  against  the  Ex- 
:hange  Control  Act.  Joseph  Simon  Shane, 
1  director  of  the  company,  appealed 
igainst  fines  totalling  £9,000,  with 
£52  1  os.  costs  (or  twelve  months'  im- 
prisonment in  default)  for  aiding  and  abet- 
:ing  the  company.  After  a  lengthy  hear- 
ng  the  Committee  reduced  the  fines  on 
:he  company  to  £3,600  and  on  Shane  to 
£1,200  (or  six  months'  imprisonment  in 
default).  Both  were  also  ordered  to  pay 
:he  costs  ordered  by  the  magistrate,  but, 
is  they  had  been  substantially  successful, 
the  Appeals  Committee  allowed  them 
£26  5s.  costs  each.  For  the  Director  of 
Public  Prosecutions,  it  was  stated  that  the 
:ompany  dealt  in  contraceptives,  and  in 
1950  were  agents  in  Great  Britain  for  the 
Killashun  Export  Corporation,  New  York, 
U.S.A.,  on  a  5  per  cent,  commission  basis. 
Orders  were  obtained  for  goods  to  be  sup- 
plied to  Denmark  and  Sweden.  The  goods 
were  shipped  direct  from  America  and 
should  have  been  paid  for  in  dollars.  The 
Scandinavian  customers  paid  the  company 
in  sterling,  and  on  the  instructions  of  the 
New  York  Corporation  made  payments  to 
creditors  of  the  Corporation  through  banks 
in  London.  In  that  way  sterling  was  trans- 
mitted to  Gibraltar,  Hong  Kong,  Ceylon 
and  Aden.  Britain  had,  therefore,  lost 
the  dollars  that  Denmark  and  Sweden  had 
saved,  and  Dr.  Lister's  Laboratories  were 
using  sterling  to  pay  the  debts  of  the  New 
York  Corporation,  though  it  was  not  sug- 
gested that  Shane  had  any  personal  know- 
ledge of  the  payees.  The  total  amount  of 
the  payments  came  to  £20,243.  After  that 
there  were  no  further  payments  because 
there  was  competition  in  the  trade  from 
Germany.  Shane  gave  evidence  on  his 
own  behalf  and  said  he  had  no  idea  that 


he  was  doing  anything  wrong.  He  re- 
ceived sterling  from  Denmark  and  paid  it 
away  on  the  instructions  of  the  New  York 
Corporation.  On  these  transactions  he 
made  about  £800  profit,  but  his  banking 
account  was  something  like  £15,000  over- 
drawn and  he  had  no  further  assets.  The 
bank  held  securities  on  the  premises  in 
Borough  High  Street  and  other  property. 
The  defence  urged  that  the  penalties 
amounted  to  a  death  sentence  if  confirmed, 
and  were  monstrously  excessive. 

THE  WEEK  IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Galfery,  House  of 
Commons 

The  Minister  of  Fuel  (Mr.  Geoffrey 
Lloyd)  announced  in  the  Commons  on 
March  7,  that  the  Government  would  make 
available  £  1  million  for  loans  to  firms  for 
the  installation  of  fuel-saving  equipment 
and  for  insulation.  The  loans  would  be  at 
full  commercial  rates.  The  sum  would 
cover  both  the  structural  insulation  of  fac- 
tories built  before  a  date  to  be  prescribed, 
and  the  installation,  again  by  a  prescribed 
date,  of  approved  equipment  which  would 
save  a  substantial  amount  of  fuel. 

Surplus  Shaving  Brushes 

Mr.  W.  S.  Shepherd  asked  the  Minis- 
ter of  Supply  on  March  3,  why  200  sacks 
of  shaving  brushes  had  been  declared  by 
the  storage  depot  at  Byley,  Middlewich,  to 
be  surplus  to  requirements ;  what  price 
had  been  paid  for  them,  and  what  price 
realised  at  auction?  Mr.  Duncan  Sandys 
replied  that  they  had  been  declared  sur- 
plus because  shaving  brushes  were  no 
longer  issued  in  the  Army.  The  goods  had 
been  manufactured  in  India  during  the 
war  and  the  cost  could  not  now  be  traced. 
They  were  sold  by  auction  for  the  sum  of 
£2,165. 

No  Shortage  of  Hypodermic  Needles 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  was  asked 
by  Mr.  J.  F.  W.  Maitland  whether  his 
attention  had  been  drawn  to  a  shortage 
of  hypodermic  needles  for  use  with  lamb- 
dysentery  serum  and  vaccine,  and  whether 
he  would  take  steps  to  ease  the  supply  of 
the  materials  in  short  supply.  The  Par- 
liamentary Secretary  (Mr.  G.  R.  H. 
Nugent),  said  he  was  not  aware  of  any 
shortage  either  of  suitable  needles  or  of 
materials  for  their  manufacture.

Dobbin. — In  Edinburgh,  on  March  3, 
Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin,  F.R.I.C.,  reader 
emeritus  in  chemistry,  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, aged  ninety-three.  After  earlier 
studies  in  Belfast  (his  birthplace)  and 
Dublin,  he  was  awarded  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  by  the  University 


of  Wurzburg,  and  in  1881  was  appointed 
assistant  to  Professor  Crum  Brown  in  the 
University  of  Edinburgh.  He  retired  in 
1924.  Dr.  Dobbin's  main  interest  was  in 
the  history  of  chemistry,  and  in  1 93 1  his 
translation  from  Swedish  and  German 
originals  was  published  under  the  title 
"  The  Collected  Papers  of  Carl  Wilhelm 
Scheele."  He  was  joint  author  of  "  Salts 
and  their  Reaction's  "  (first  published 
about  fifty  years  ago),  which  in  revised 
editions  is  still  used  in  practical  chemistry 
classes.  And  in  1942  he  published  for 
private  circulation  "  Occasional  Fragments 
of  Chemical  History."  From  1899  to  19 18 
Dr.  Dobbin  served  three  terms  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society's  board  of  examiners 
for  Scotland,  and  he  took  a  great  interest 
in  pharmaceutical  education.  He  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  late  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher  in 
the  discussions  with  the  Scottish  Univer- 
sities that  led  to  the  establishing  of  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Pharmacy, 
University  of  Glasgow.  He  contributed 
papers  to  the  evening  scientific  meetings 
in  Edinburgh  and  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference.  For  thirty-eight  years 
he  conducted  the  "  Students'  Corner "  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  in  1904 
he  carried  out  work  on  melting-point  de- 
terminations at  the  request  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Commission.  Less  than  a  year 
ago  he  gave  a  number  of  books  from 
his  library  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Dr.  Dobbin  was  the  oldest  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  (he  was  elected 
seventy-one  years  ago),  and  a  former  vice- 
president  of  the  Society. 

Garner.— Mr.  Sidney  J.  Pope,  Ph.C, 
F.B.O.A.,  F.S.M.C.,  writes:  Brought  up  in 
an  atmosphere  of  professional  pharmacy 
in  Kensington,  where  his  father,  the  late 
Mr.  James  Garner,  had  a  shop  in  High 
Street,  James  Norman  Garner  (see  C.  & 
D.,  March  4,  p.  276),  qualified  as  soon 
as  he  was  twenty-one.  The  next  few  years 
were  profitably  spent  on  the  staff  of  Squire 
&  Sons,  Oxford  Street,  where  he  lived  in. 
While  with  Squires  he  had  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  assigned  a  number  of 
Royal  commissions.  On  Queen  Victoria's 
Diamond  Jubilee,  1897,  the  Court  physi- 
cians had  ordered  an  urgent  draught  for 
Her  Majesty  to  be  taken  before  leaving 
the  Palace  on  her  Royal  Procession  through 
London.  The  Queen  was  to  leave  the 
Palace  within  an  hour,  and  the  medicine 
had  to  be  got  to  the  Palace  in  time. 
Mr.  Garner  was  entrusted  with  the  vital 
commission.   He  threaded  his  way  on  foot 
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along  the  back  of  the  crowd  already  lin- 
ing Park  Lane  arriving  breathlessly  at 
length  near  Buckingham  Palace.  Would 
he  get  there  in  time  ?  He  decided  he 
must  act  with  determination.  He  saw  a 
mounted  policeman,  broke  through  the 
crowd,  and  explained  the  situation  to 
him.  To  Garner's  great  relief  the  police 
officer  at  once  took  charge  of  the  medi- 
cine, galloped  off  down  Constitution  Hill 
at  full  speed  delivering  it  at  Buckingham 
Palace.  In  1902  Mr.  Garner  purchased 
the  business  formerly  owned  by  Mr.  H.  W. 
Roberts,  204.  Haverstock  Hill,  Hampstead, 
London,  N.W.3.  In  1934  he  entered  into 
business  with  myself,  forming  a  private 
limited  company.  Another  business  was 
opened  on  September  3,  1934,  at  198 
Haverstock  Hill.  Mr.  Garner  was  engaged 
in  his  pharmacy  at  204  Haverstock  Hill 
for  fifty  years  and  up  to  two  weeks  prior 
to  his  death.  A  Christian  gentleman,  he 
was  a  member  for  fifty  years  of  Lynd- 
hurst  Road  Congregational  Church,  and 
for  many  years  the  senior  elder.  Mr.  Gar- 
ner's health  had  been  amazingly  good  and 
on  his  holiday  in  1951  he  took  his  daily 
swim  in  the  open  sea.  In  his  passing, 
pharmacy  has  lost  a  chemist  and  druggist 
of  the  old  professional  type.  He  was 
eighty-one.

Commission,  and  studied  the  effects  of 
chloroform  for  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, 1902-05.

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NEW  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  SYSTEMIC  INSECTICIDES 


Since  Isopestox  was  announced  by  Pest 
Control,  Ltd.,  Bourn,  Cambs,  about  twelve 
months  ago  (see  C.  &  D.,  1951,1.170)  two 
new  developments  have  been  introduced 
by  the  company.  Each  gives  proof  that 
Britain,  which  pioneered  the  use  of  sys- 
temic insecticides  acting  from  within  the 
plant,  maintains  her  lead  in  research  on 
methods  of  application. 

The  first  is  an  ingenious  but  simple 
method  of  using  Isopestox  that  virtually 
eliminates  all  risk.  The  product,  while 
non-lethal  and  while  not  a  statutory 
poison,  is  also  not  harmless.  An  amount 
sufficient  to  protect  the  plant  for  a  given 
period  is  encased  in  a  capsule  that  disin- 
tegrates in  the  ground.  The  capsule  is 
attached  to  a  small  wooden  tally,  labelled 


with  the  name  Isopestox,  the  capsule's  size, 
and  space  for  adding  the  date.  All  the 
gardener  or  nurseryman  has  to  do  is  to 
insert  the  tally  in  the  ground  near  the  root 
of  the  plant  as  if  he  were  inserting  a  label 
tally,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  the 
capsule  decomposes  and  frees  the  insecti- 
cide which  passes  into  the  plant  through 
the  root.  Until  further  work  has  been 
done  Isopestox  is  not  recommended  for 
other  than  ornamental  plants. 

Attack  on  a  Virus  Disease 

The  second  development  is  of  more  far- 
reaching  importance.  It  is  a  method  of 
utilising  systemic  insecticides  to  prevent 
the  spreading  from  tree  to  tree  of  the 


that  the  disease  is  communicated  by  mealy- 
bugs which  ants  use  as  milch  cows  and 
protect  from  attacks  by  other  insects  and 
carry  from  tree  to  tree  for  fresh  "  pas- 
turage." The  only  proven  way  to  halt  the 
disease  is  to  destroy  the  infected  trees, 
but  the  difficulty  is  that  the  symptoms  may 
not  appear  until  six  months  after  a  tree 
has  become  infected.  Attempts  to  compel 
the  felling  of  all  infected  trees  meet  with 
opposition  from  farmers,  to  whose  liveli- 
hood the  policy  is  a  threat.  The  problem 
was,  therefore,  to  find  a  poison  that  would 
kill  the  mealybug  and  so  prevent  it  from 
spreading  the  disease,  that  would  leave 
the  many  beneficial  insects  unaffected  and 
that  would  involve  no  risks  to  native  peas- 
ant cultivators.  What  the  company  found 
after  research  work  in  West  Africa  was  a 
systemic  insecticide  (a  mixture  of  bis-di- 
methyl-amino-fluorophosphine  oxide  and 
bis-dimethyl-amino-phosphonous  anhydrate) 
that  kills  mealybugs,  and  is  completely 
decomposed  in  the  tree,  being  converted 
in  the  cocoa  pod  into  innocuous  com- 
pounds. The  new  insecticide  is  called 
Hanane  after  Dr.  Hanna  who  led  the  Pest 
Control  Research  Team  attached  to  the 
West  African  Cocoa  Research  Institute ;  t 
the  product  is  enzymatically  oxidised  in 
the  tree  to  amino-phosphonic  acid  and 
finally  to  orthophosphate.  the  fluorine  be- 
coming detached  during  the  oxidation  and 
forming  calcium  fluoride.  Capsules  con- 
taining Hanane  are  inserted  in  the  ground 
close  to  the  stump  of  the  tree ;  they  de- 
compose within  twenty-four  hours  and  re- 
lease the  Hanane,  which  is  absorbed  into 
the  tree  killing  the  mealybugs  during  a 
period  of  about  six  weeks,  after  which  de- 
composition is  complete,  as  shown  by  an- 
alysis according  to  a  method  sensitive  to

virus  disease  that  has  been  threatening  the 
very  existence  of  the  West  African  cocoa 
industry.  No  cure  has  been  found  for  the 
swollen  shoot  disease  but  it  has  been  found

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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 


The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety met  in  London  on  March  4  and  5, 
the  president  (Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson)  in  the 
chair. 

Tribute  to  Codex  Staffs  . 

Dr.  B.  A.  Young  (chairman  of  the  Pub- 
1' cations  Committee)  said  that  the  pub- 
lication of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  Supplement  called  attention  to  the 
extraordinary  advances  in  therapeutics 
that  had  become  established  methods  of 
treatment  during  its  preparation.  He  sug- 
gested that  the  Council  should  place  on 
record  its  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
various  subcommittees,  of  Dr.  K.  R.  Cap- 
per and  the  Codex  staff,  and  the  staff  of 
the  publications  department.  The  Council 
concurred.  It  was  announced  that  the 
Supplement  would  come  into  operation  on 
June  1  (the  date  fixed  for  the  National 
Formulary). 

The  British  section  of  the  Franco-British 
Pharmaceutical  Commission,  in  a  report 
presented  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson,  an- 
nounced that  arrangements  were  being 
made  for  the  president  and  Dr.  J.  M. 
Rowson  to  visit  France  about  April  20. 
Their  tour  would  include  addresses  at 
Lille,  Nancy,  Strasbourg  and  Paris,  and 
they  would  be  accompanied  by  Professor 
Courtois.  At  about  the  same  time  Profes- 
sor Guillot  and  a  French  practising  phar- 
macist would  come  to  Britain  and  would 
be  escorted  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Trease  on  visits 
to  schools  of  pharmacy  in  Birmingham, 
Leicester,  Bradford,  Sunderland  and  Edin- 
burgh. More  than  fifty  members  of  the 
Society  had  indicated  their  interest  in 
attending  a  Franco-British  Pharmaceutical 
Congress  in  Paris  in  May. 

Gift  to  Society 

The  report  of  the  Establishment  Com- 
mittee recorded  that  the  Society  had  been 
presented  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  E.  S.  G. 
Howard,  Stroud,  with  the  John  Eliot 
Howard  Cinchona  collection  and  a  cabinet. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  collection  should  be 
preserved  as  a  unity;  the  Council  resolved 
to  thank  Lieutenant-Colonel  Howard  for 
his  gift.  Mr.  Granville  Shaw  (chairman 
of  the  Committee)  said  that  the  collection 
would  be  kept  in  the  Council  common 
room  for  inspection  by  anybody  who 
wished  to  see  it.  The  librarian's,  report 
called  attention  to  a  gift  by  Mr.  S.  Taylor, 
Derby,  of  the  photograph  of  an  account, 
dated  1696,  rendered  by  a  former  owner 
of  his  pharmacy. 


The  Council  decided  not  to  seek  per- 
mission to  make  a  pharmaceutical  exhibit 
at  the  British  Medical  Association  Dublin 
conference.  It  was  decided  to  place  at 
the  disposal  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  Executive,  1952,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding £500. 

The  following  resolution  was  received 
from  the  Harrow  Branch  :  — 

"  In  the  public  interest  and  in  the  best  interests 
of  a  pharmaceutical  service,  there  should  be  no 
charge  to  the  sick  person,  neither  should  the 
relationship  between  the  public  and  the  pharma- 
cists be  jeopardised  by  the  introduction  of  tax 
collection." 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee 
showed  that  in  January  the  Society's  in- 
spectors and  agents  visited  954  authorised 
sellers,  306  listed  sellers,  and  635  drug 
store  proprietors  and  similar  traders.  Eight 
infringements  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were 
considered  and  appropriate  action  taken. 
An  intimation  had  been  received  from  the 
Poisons  Board  that  the  Society  would  be 
invited  to  attend  a  discussion  of  its  pro- 
posals. 

Special  Coronation  Grants 

The  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid 
Committee  reported  that  an  appeal  for  in- 
creased contributions  to  the  Benevolent 
Fund  had  been  decided  on  to  enable  a 
special  grant  to  be  made  to  beneficiaries 
in  due  course  to  mark  the  coronation  of 
the  Queen.  Grants  amounting  to  £62  10s. 
were  made  to  a  widow  and  a  member,  and 
the  Council  approved  recommendations  for 
grants  amounting  to  £954  to  seven  widows 
and  two  members.  A  grant  of  £2  was 
made  for  the  payment  of  a  personal  reten- 
tion fee.  An  intimation  was  received  that 
the  sum  of  £52  10s.  had  been  bequeathed 
to  the  fund  by  the  late  Mr.  G.  W.  Evans, 
Ealing.  Mr.  T.  Heseltine  (chairman  of 
the  Committee)  reported  the  gift  of  a 
second  sum  of  £50  from  the  Bolton  Phar- 
maceutical Association  towards  the  cost  of 
a  bowling  green  at  Birdsgrove  House.  Mr. 
F.  G.  Wells  said  that,  in  appreciation  of 
permission  to  use  the  Council  Chamber  at 
Bloomsbury  Square  for  their  annual  meet- 
ing, the  London  Chemists'  Golfing  Society 
had  sent  £5  5s.  to  the  fund.  Following  a 
discussion  upon  the  effect  the  fall  in  value 
of  money  had  upon  annuities  and  pen- 
sions, the  committee  asked  Mr.  Linstead 
to  explore  the  possibility  of  government 
action  to  enable  larger  grants  from  chari- 
ties to  be  made  without  reducing  State 
contributions  to  needy  persons.  The  Coun- 
cil authorised  the  purchase  of  a  second- 
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hand  billiards  table  for  Birdsgrove  House. 

The  Registrar  reported  that,  since  the 
previous  meeting  of  the  Council,  fifty-one 
persons  had  been  registered  as  apprentices 
or  students,  making  a  total  of  119  in  the 
present  year.  Twenty-nine  applications 
had  been  granted  for  approval  of  pharma- 
cies for  practical  training.  The  Education 
Committee  had  granted  approval  in  eight 
further  cases.  One  application  was  refused. 

The  Council  adopted,  until  further 
notice,  a  rearrangement  of  the  time-table 


for  its  committees  and  other  engagements 
in  connection  with  the  monthly  meetings 
of  the  Council,  so  as  to  redistribute  the 
growing  burden  of  business.  Hence  it 
would  not  be  possible  next  session  to  hold 
the  evening  meetings  in  London  on  the 
Monday  of  the  week  in  which  a  Council 
meeting  is  held. 

The  Ethical  Committee  reported  that 
a  manufacturer  had  agreed  to  remove 
from  an  advertisement  certain  wording 
disparaging  to  pharmacists. 


NATIONAL  PHARMACEUTICAL  UNION 


A  meeting  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  Executive  and  of  the  directors  of 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd., 
was  held  in  London  on  February  27,  Mr. 
Philip  Varley  (chairman)  presiding.  The 
Secretary  (Mr.  H.  Noble)  reported  that 
the  National  Chamber  of  Trade  special 
committee  on  purchase  tax  was  continuing 
to  urge  the  Government  to  provide  a  rebate 
scheme  on  retailers'  stocks  in  the  event  of 
any  change  in  purchase  tax.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  Ministry  of  Health  had 
submitted  to  pharmaceutical  organisations 
"  a  skeleton  plan  "  for  the  control  of  phar- 
maceutical man-power  in  any  national 
emergency,  and  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Ministry  should  be  urged  to  convene  an 
early  meeting  of  the  organisations.  The 
principles  and  details  of  the  plan  are  at 
present  confidential.  It  was  re- 
solved that  the  N.P.U.  business-training 
course  should  be  revived  and  revised  for 
publication  next  winter.  The  course  would 
be  designed  to  assist  apprentice-masters  in 
giving  basic  business  training  to  appren- 
tices. It  was  resolved  that  no  change  in 
the  rate  of  interest  charged  on  loans  from 
the  N.P.U.  business  purchase  and  guaran- 
tee fund  should  be  made. 

It  was  agreed  that  no  exception  should 
be  taken  to  a  growing  tendency  on  the 
part  of  N.P.U.  branches  to  call  joint 
meetings  with  Branches  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  provided  the  speaker  was 
informed  in  advance  of  the  type  of  audi- 
ence, and  that  the  chairman  of  the  local 
branch  of  the  Union  presided  when  the 
meeting  was  called  under  the  auspices  of 
the  N.P.U. 

It  was  resolved  :  — 
(a)  That  representations  should  be  renewed  by 
letter  to  the  Ministry  on  the  following: — the 
needs  to  amend  the  N.H.S.  Regulations  so  as 
to  remove  any  contractual  obligation  on  chemists 
to  dispense  prescriptions  before  the  levy  is  paid; 
to   protect   chemist    contractors  against  excessive 


and  abusive  prescribing  after  the  introduction 
of  the  levy;  to  amend  the  wording  on  the 
display  card  to  make  it  clear  that  the  levy  must 
be  paid  on  presentation  of  the  form;  and  to 
make  it  clear  to  the  public  that  the  levy  was  not 
a  payment  to  the  chemist,  but  through  the 
chemist  to  the  Ministry, 
(b)  That  the  chairmen,  Messrs.  Graham,  Heseltine, 
Hudson,  Sparshott,  Stokes  and  Varley  should 
represent  the  committee  on  a  joint  deputation 
with  the  British  Medical  Association  to  meet  the 
Minister  of  Health,  and  that  the  points  in  (a) 
above,  together  with  the  peculiar  difficulties  in 
the  rural  areas  and  the  lack  of  consultation  prior 
to  the  announcement  of  the  levy,  should  be  dealt 
with  at  the  interview. 

Completed  forms  on  the  dispensing  costs 
survey  were  being  returned  to  the  accoun- 
tants.   Suggested  additions  to  the  list  of 
appliances  suitable  for  the  N.H.S.  testing 
scheme  were  considered.  It  was  resolved  :  — 
That  the   Department  should  be  informed  that 
the  Committee  objected  to  the  addition  of  any 
further  dressings  until  the  present  unsatisfactory 
position    of  dressings   in    relation   to   the  Drug 
Testing  Scheme  is  cleared  up. 

The  Secretary  gave  a  brief  report  on 
arrangements    made   by   the   Ministry  of 
Health  for  the  provision  of  refresher  courses 
for  doctors.  It  was  resolved  :  — 
That   the   department  should  be  asked  to  con- 
sider making  arrangements  for  the  provision  of 
suitable  courses  for  pharmacists. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  names  of  Messrs. 
Graham,  Heseltine,  Sparshott  and  Stokes  j 
should  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  with 
a  view  to  their  re-appointment  to  the  Joint 
Pricing   Committee  for   the  year  ending 
March  31,  1953.  The  Chairman  thanked 
them  for  their  past  services.  Consideration 
was  given  to  the  draft  E.C.N,  dealing  with 
the  operative  date  of  the  N.F.  1952  and  J 
a  suggested  programme  put  forward  by  the 
Ministry  was  accepted  :  i.e.,  that  the  new  ' 
formulary  should  be  received  by  chemists 
by  April  1,  sent  to  doctors  by  May  1  and 
operate  for  N.H.S.  purposes  from  June  1.  ;j 
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WEST  HAM  ASSOCIATION'S  ANNUAL  DINNER 


The  annual  dinner  and  dance  of  the 
West  Ham  and  District  Association  of 
Pharmacists  fully  sustained  the  tradition 
of  cheery  camaraderie  that  has  come  to 
be  associated  with  the  Association.  Mr. 
R.  J.  Maxey  (president),  with  Mrs.  Maxey, 
received  the  diners,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Reed 
proposed  the  toast  "  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society."  Looking  back  over  many  years  he 
recalled  many  gibes  at  the  old  men  for  the 
mess  they  had  made  of  pharmacy,  yet  he 
would  hold  that  the  outstanding  pharma- 
cists of  the  past  would  easily  beat  those  of 
the  present. 

The  response  found  Professor  Berry 
in  the  unusual  role  of  champion  of  the 
Society,  "  What  a  curious  Society  we  are," 
he  said.  "  If  we  list  its  activities — regis- 
tration, examination,  education,  adminis- 
tration, ethical  standards,  the  promotion 
of  research,  publishing — no  other  profes- 
sion comes  near  that  wide  range."  The 
rapid  advance  of  medical  science,  said  Pro- 
fessor Berry,  had  caught  up  pharmacy  in 
its  upward  surge,  and  he  gave  illuminating 
and  amusing  examples  of  the  parallel 
changes  in  pharmaceutical  education.  The 
proposed  new  Charter  widened  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  Society  to  include  all 
who  could  claim  the  title  pharmacist.  By 
far  the  greater  number  were  engaged  in 
retail  business,  but  he  urged  the  Society 
not  to  neglect  the  viewpoints  of  others,  few 
in  number,  such  as  the  teachers,  who  had 
valuable  contributions  to  make. 

The  toast  "  The  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Owen 
C.  Wo mb well,  who  said  the  Union  always 
looked  after  the  interests  of  the  small  pro- 
prietors and  was  a  help  in  all  business  troubles 
and  difficulties.  His  motto  was  always  "  If  in 
doubt,  'phone  Terminus  5 1 1 8."  Mr.  Donald 
W.  Hudson  (vice-chairman  of  the  N.P.U.), 
who  responded,  said  that  when  the  history 
of  the  past  few  decades  came  to  be  written 
it  would  show  many  things  to  the  credit 
of  the  present  generation.  He  thought  it 
would  come  to  be  known  as  the  "  organ- 
isational "  era.  The  conduct  and  practice 
of  a  pharmacist  in  retail,  for  example,  were 
governed  by  four  organisations,  five  coun- 
cils, three  boards,  twenty-three  committees 
and  thirty-two  subcommittees,  with  a  per- 
manent staff  of  two  to  three  hundred.  Per- 
haps that  was  the  reason  pharmacy  was 
held  in  such  respect !  He  believed  the 
pharmaceutical  organisations  in  this 
country  were  the  best  in  the  world,  and 


the  profession  would  be  less  well  served  if 
any  unit  were  removed. 

"  The  West  Ham  and  District  Associa- 
tion "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  Stanley 
Clarke  (chairman  of  the  West  Ham  Exe- 
cutive Council)  and  responded  to  by  Mr. 
R.  J.  Maxey,  who  mentioned  that  the 
Association  would  be  celebrating  its  dia- 
mond jubilee  in  1953. 

Mr.  William  Potter  and  Mrs.  T.  W. 
Forster  gracefully  addressed  and/or  spoke 
for  the  ladies,  and  Miss  McBride  made  an 
appeal  for  the  Society's  Benevolent  Fund 
that  was  later  reported  to  have  brought  in 
£36.    Dancing  followed  till  midnight. 

PHARMACISTS'  SALARIES 
AT  MINISTRY 

The  report  of  a  Civil  Service  Arbitration 
Tribunal  that  considered  a  claim,  made 
by  the  Institution  of  Professional  Civil 
Servants,  for  an  increased  salary  scale  for 
officers  in  the  Chief  Pharmacist's  section 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been  pub- 
lished. The  scale  claimed,  compared  with 
that  awarded  (retrospective  from  October 
1,  1950)  is  given  in  the  following  table:  —

The  Institution  argued  that  the  duties 
of  the  staffs  concerned  were  not  technical 
as  no  practical  pharmacy  was  practised 
and  that  Technical  Officers  were  expec- 
ted to  cover  a  wide  field  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duties.  The  representatives 
of  the  Ministry  argued  that  the  standards 
in  general  and  technical  education  of  a 
person  holding  a  Ph.C.  or  B.Pharm.  qua- 
lification were  not  as  high  as  those  of  an 
architect  or  engineer  recruited  by  a 
Government  department.  The  Chief  Phar- 
macist's department,  says  the  report,  has 
stated  that  its  inability  to  fill  pharmaceu- 
tical vacancies  was  due  to  the  higher  rates 
paid  by  outside  employers  but  points  out 
that  in  general  the  Ministry's  pharmacists 
receive  higher  salary  scales  than  hospital 
pharmacists.  The  report  is  available  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  sixpence. 
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PRESIDENT  SPEAKS  AT  GLASGOW 


Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  (president  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society)  addressed  a  meeting 
of  the  Glasgow  and  South-western  Scot- 
tish Branch  of  the  Society,  presided  over 
by  Mr.  G.  R.  Milne  (chairman  of  the 
Branch)  in  Glasgow,  on  February  13. 

Post-graduate  Training 

There  had  been  in  the  past,  said  Mr. 
Wilson,  a  certain  amount  of  disquietude 
about  the  regulations  for  the  post-gradu- 
ate practical  training  course.  A  new  re- 
gulation, which  had  been  drawn  up  with 
the  help  of  Dr.  D.  McCall  and  the  Execu- 
tive of  the  Scottish  Department  and  which 
had  still  to  receive  the  approval  of  the 
Privy  Council,  gave  the  Society  control 
over  premises  in  which  a  graduate  or 
pharmaceutical  chemist  took  his  practical 
training. 

They  had  been  told  on  various  occasions 
that  the  courses  of  study  the  Society  in- 
tended to  prescribe  would  have  the  effect 
of  preventing  students  entering  the  pro- 
fession and  ultimately  lead  to  its  being 
seriously  under-manned.  That  was  dis- 
proved by  last  year's  figures  of  students 
entering  pharmacy — the  highest  since  1935. 

The  speaker  thanked  the  Ladies  Com- 
mittee of  the  Glasgow  Conference  for  the 
gift  of  furniture  they  had  made  to  Birds- 
grove  House. 

Mr.  Wilson  thought  there  was  certain  to 
be  a  very  heavy  deficit  in  the  balance  sheet 
of  the  Society  for  1951.  Among  many 
other  causes,  he  instanced  the  extremely 
high  price  of  paper  which  had  cost  them 
some  £15,000  more  in  1951  than  in  1950. 
Recent  increases  in  wages  paid  to  printers 
would  cause  a  rise  of  some  £5,000  in 
printing  charges.  It  was  considered  to  be 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  increase  its 
advertising  revenue  in  order  to  cover  those 
extra  costs  and  that  had  been  done  until 
the  Council  had  been  advised  they  were 
approaching  a  stage  of  sales  resistance. 
Many  suggestions  had  been  made  to  meet 
the  deficit,  one  being  that  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  should  publish  its  journal 
monthly  instead  of  weekly.  There  were 
other  financial  problems  such  as  increased 
rentals.  The  speaker  thought  a  request 
for  a  higher  fee  next  year  was  inevitable. 
Under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
l933>  the  Society  could  only  increase  the 
fees  paid  for  premises  registration.  To 
increase  the  general  membership  fee  would 


require  an  amendment  of  the  law.  Mrx 
Wilson  said  that  he  would  be  particularly 
interested  in  comments  from  members  pre- 
sent, whether  the  additional  money  should 
be  raised  by  a  general  levy  on  members  or. 
by  the  business  registration  fee. 

Everyone,  said  Mr.  Wilson,  should  look 
upon  the  Society's  inspector  as  a  friend 
and  adviser.  It  was  the  definite  policy 
of  the  Council  that  they  should  use  his 
services  as  a  channel  of  information  be- 
tween member  and  Society. 

It  had  always  been  a  principle  of  Eng- 
lish law  that  the  proprietor  of  a  business 
was  responsible  for  all  the  misdeeds  of  his 
employees. 

Certain  employees,  contrary  to  their  em- 
ployer's knowledge  and  instructions,  were 
in  the  habit  of  selling  fourth  schedule 
poisons  without  the  necessary  pre-requi- 
sites.  A  case  was  brought  against  the 
proprietor  of  the  business,  but  the  em- 
ployees concerned  were  also  prosecuted 
for  aiding  and  abetting  the  offence.  As  a 
result  of  that  decision,  the  Society  now 
had  a  precedent  whereby  an  employee 
who  acted  contrary  to  the  regulations 
could  be  brought  to  account  apart  from 
any  action  taken  against  his  employer. 

Work  of  the  Ethical  Committee 

Closely  allied  with  the  work  of  the  Law 
Committee  was  the  v/ork  of  the  Ethical 
Committee.  It  was  established  within  the 
last  two  or  three  years  and  its  work  was 
not  as  well  known  as  it  might  be.  It 
dealt,  amongst  other  things,  with  advertis- 
ing of  dispensing  services.  At  the  annual 
general  meeting  last  year  a  resolution  was 
presented  asking  support  for  a  still  more 
stringent  control  of  advertising  of  dispens- 
ing services  and  the  resolution  was  referred 
by  that  meeting  back  to  the  Council.  It 
was  not  completely  satisfactory  and  this 
year  they  hoped  to  be  in  a  position  to 
bring  for  members'  approval  a  completely 
revised  statement  on  matters  of  profes- 
sional conduct.  It  was  desirable  that  all 
pharmacists  should  examine  all  the  impli- 
cations of  the  wording  in  show  cards.  In 
the  last  few  years  the  Council  had  sought 
the  assistance  of  the  Press  and  particu- 
larly of  the  Advertising  Association  regard- 
ing many  of  the  advertisements  for  pro- 
prietary medicines.  They  had  been  met 
more  than  half  way  by  the  Advertising 
Association  and  there  was  a  great  improve- 
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merit  in  advertising  today.  Mr.  Wilson 
thought  all  pharmacists  should  see  that 
nothing  appeared  on  their  counters  or  in 
shop  windows  which  they  would  object  to 
if  they  saw  it  in  the  Press. 

Discussion 

Professor  James  P.  Todd,  Glasgow, 
asked  what  control  the  Council  proposed 
to  exercise  over  premises.  Should  there 
be  inspection  of  equipment  or  should  they 
take  into  account  the  man  under  whom 
those  post-graduates  would  work?  The 
students  had  received  an  adequate  funda- 
mental training  and  what  was  actually  re- 
quired in  their  practical  study  was  manual 
dexterity  and  actual  contact  with  the 
j public.  Did  the  Council  intend  to  try  to 
[increase  the  number  of  available  premises, 
having  regard  to  the  number  of  students 
who  would  ultimately  seek  their  living  in 
retail,  manufacturing  or  hospitals?  There 
was  a  serious  difficulty  in  placing  post- 
graduates. Could  the  Society  educate  their 
members  to  drop  the  present  attitude  to- 


wards graduates ;  to  realise  that  after 
training  a  graduate  was  merely  raw 
material  to  be  moulded  under  their 
guidance. 

Mr.  Wilson  said  he  was  interested  to 
learn  that  students  were  voluntarily  taking 
courses  longer  than  that  specified  for  the 
passing  of  examinations.  The  Council 
had  only  expressed  an  opinion  to  the  Privy 
Council  that  premises  wherein  training  was 
taken  should  be  approached  prior  to  the 
student  going  there.  If  a  hospital  or 
laboratory  applied  to  take  in  students, 
its  premises  were  visited  and  a  report 
made.  The  inspectors  v/ere  asked  to  re- 
port on  whether  the  man  in  charge  was 
the  type  of  person  to  be  of  benefit  to 
students. 

It  was  the  general  feeling  of  the  meeting 
that  increased  revenue  should  be  raised 
through  membership  fees. 

During  the  evening  Mr.  Wilson  pre- 
sented the  Kinninmont  prize  to  Mr.  D.  P. 
Murray  (a  student  at  the  Royal  Technical 
College,  Glasgow). 


FACTORY  ACCIDENT  PREVENTION 


At  a  conference  on  accident  prevention 
organised  by  the  London  Industrial  Co- 
ordinating Committee  of  the  Royal  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  and  held 
in  London  on  February  25,  Sir  Ewart 
Smith  (technical  director,  Imperial  Chemi- 
cal Industries,  Ltd.),  dealt  with  "  Man- 
agement and  Accident  Prevention."  By 
deliberate  policy,  he  said,  management 
could  effect  improvement  to  any  extent  it 
desired.  The  provision  of  medical  facili- 
ties and  the  rigid  observance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Factories  Act  did  not  in 
themselves  achieve  a  high  level  of  safety. 
In  industry  today "  there  were  two  kinds 
of  management :  direct  or  line  manage- 
ment, and  staff  ("  horizontal  ")  manage- 
ment. Line  management  should  have  the 
direct  responsibility  for  accident  preven- 
tion, even  if  a  safety  officer  was  employed. 
The  responsibilities  would  include  using 
specialist  (accident  prevention)  services. 
There  were  two  methods  of  reducing  acci- 
dents :  legislation  and  education.  The  re- 
port of  an  Anglo-American  productivity 
team  published  recently  had  drawn  atten- 
tion to  the  high  safety  records  of  Ameri- 
can industries.  Those  results  had  not  been 
achieved  solely  by  legislation.  American 
regulations  were  not  as  strict  as  those  in 
Britain,      but      American  managements 


trained  employees  in  "  awareness  of  acci- 
dent prevention."  It  was  significant  that 
the  more  efficient  an  organisation  was 
from  the  business  point  of  view  the  lower 
were  ite  records  of  accidents. 

Later,  Dr.  K.  Biden-Steele  (H.M. 
Medical  Inspector  of  Factories)  dealt  with 
"  Some  Medical  Aspects  of  Accident  Pre- 
vention." He  said  that  eye  injuries  should 
not  be  treated  by  unskilled  persons  or 
further  damage  might  result.,  Accidents 
from  gassing  in  1950  numbered  only  242, 
yet  gas  was  a  serious  risk,  since  thirty  of 
those  accidents  had  been  fatal.  It  was 
important  that  workers  should  be  told  the 
early  symptoms  of  carbon  monoxide  poi- 
soning, as  there  was  a  danger  of  death  if 
the  warning  of  the  first  symptoms  was  not 
heeded.  A  worker  who  had  ceased  to 
notice  the  odour  of  a  gas  might  suppose, 
wrongly,  that  it  had  cleared.  All  injuries, 
however  slight,  he  said,  should  be  treated 
immediately  to  guard  against  sepsis  and 
dermatitis.  All  workers  should  be  edu- 
cated about  the  risks  of  the  jobs  they  had 
to  do  and  not  left  to  find  out  for  them- 
selves. 

In  answer  to  a  question,  the  speaker 
said  that  barrier  creams  provided  a  use- 
ful ancillary  protection  against  dermatitis 
but  the  main  precaution  was  washing. 
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THE  PASSING  OF  THE  M.P.S.

NINETEEN  FIFTY-TWO  will  see  the 
last  examination  for  the  M.P.S.  dip- 
loma, and  the  institution  of  the  Ph.C. 
diploma  as  the  only  qualification  in  phar- 
macy in  this  country,  apart  from  the  Uni- 
versity degrees.  Pharmacists  who  since 
1948  have  taken  the  two-year  final  course 
for  the  Qualifying  examination  will  have 
their  names  included  in  both  the  Register 
of  Chemists  and  Druggists  and  the  Regis- 
ter of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  Those  of 
us  who  qualified  before  that  date  will  have 
to  wait  until  the  government  can  find  par- 
liamentary time  to  introduce  legislation 
amending  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
!9335  before  we  can  rise  to  the  dizzy  and 
unanticipated  heights  of  calling  ourselves 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  When  the 
necessary  amending  legislation  is  secured, 
the  two  registers  will  be  merged  into  one 
register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 

A  Great  Gulf  Fixed 

But  there  will  still  be  a  great  gulf  fixed 
between  the  Ph.C.  by  toleration  and  the 
Ph.C.  by  examination,  for  the  latter  will 
be  entitled  to  election  as  a  Fellow  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  thus  maintaining 
his  position  on  a  higher  rung  of  the  lad- 
der. For  the  vast  majority  of  us  the  change 
will  mean  only  a  shuffling  of  the  alphabet 
after  our  names,  if  we  ever  use  the  suffix 
at  all.  We  shall  still  continue  to  dispense 
semi-illegible  N.H.S.  forms  and  counter 
prescribe  for  semi-neurotic  customers.  We 
shall  still  weigh  babies  and  sell  "  patent  " 
medicines,  and  we  shall  still  be  regarded 
by  the  general  public  as  a  slightly  aloof 
and  intolerant  brand  of  shopkeeper. 

As  our  profession  of  pharmacy  becomes 
more  and  more  academic  many  of  us  will 
regret  the  passing  of  the  old  system  of 
apprenticeship  and  qualification.  For  then 
a  man  knew  he  was  destined  for  life  be- 
hind the  counter  of  a  retail  pharmacy, 
and  either  changed  his  mind  in  time  or 
prepared  himself  for  it.  When  he  came 
back  from  London  or  Edinburgh  with  his 
certificate  in  his  pocket,  he  was  capable 
of  taking  charge  of  a  pharmacy,  for  he  had 
4,000  hours  of  practical  experience  behind 
him — which  was  in  some  respects  more 
valuable  than  his  newly  acquired  status. 
Even  in  those  days  his  syllabus  contained 
a  vast  store  of  knowledge  which  he  would 
never  use,  and  vast  gaps  in  business  train- 


ing which  he  had  to  acquire  in  haphazard 
fashion  as  best  he  could. 

Today,  when  the  Ph.C.  receives  his  dip- 
loma he  may  not  have  had  that  practical 
grounding,  and  he  is  totally  unfitted  to 
assume  control  of  a  business  until  he  has 
gained  it.  But  those  magic  initials  after 
his  name  make  the  relationship  between  a 
Ph.C.  "  apprentice  "  and  an  M.P.S.  pro- 
prietor an  uneasy  and  unsatisfactory  one. 
The  pliability  of  a  young  apprentice  will- 
ing to  be  taught  has  gone  for  ever. 

To  assume  that  the  holder  of  a  Ph.C. 
diploma  or  a  B.Pharm.  degree  knows  it 
all  is  sometimes  very  far  from  the  truth. 
In  fact,  there  seems  some  doubt  whether 
some  of  the  highly  qualified  members  of 
the  profession  are  suited  to  shop  routine 
at  all.  Some  pharmacists  in  the  past  year 
or  two  have  employed  assistants  with  a 
scintillating  collection  of  degrees  which 
make  the  Ph.C.  pale  into  insignificance. 
For  the  temporary  affluence  of  the  retail 
section  in  some  congested  industrial  areas, 
and  the  high  wages  paid  to  locums,  have 
attracted  some  strange  birds  into  the  re- 
tail nest.  Most  of  these  are,  however,  birds 
of  passage  and  not  permanent  residents. 
At  the  moment,  some  of  the  brightest  stars 
in  the  pharmaceutical  firmament  are  to 
be  found  spending  a  profitable  vacation 
selling  films  and  cosmetics.  One  of  my 
colleagues,  while  employing  such  a  lumi- 
nary, found  that  his  own  old-fashioned 
method  of  preparing  mist.  acid,  acetylsal. 
by  working  the  acetylsalicylic  acid  and 
compound  tragacanth  powder  into  a 
smooth  cream  in  a  mortar,  was  apparently 
quite  obsolete.  His  new  employee  used 
the  much  simpler  and  more  direct  method 
of  shooting  both  powders  into  a  bottle  and 
shaking  them  up  with  water. 

Fool*s  Paradise? 

Before  long,  however,  these  academic 
visitors  may  have  migrated  once  more  from 
our  midst,  for  at  this  very  moment  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  by  his  pro- 
posed prescription  charge,  is  busy  destroy- 
ing the  fool's  paradise  in  which  some  of 
us  have  lived  for  the  past  four  years.  If 
this  measure  is  ratified  by  Parliament  there 
will  by  next  summer  be  few  pharmacists 
capable  of  paying  a  locum  fifteen  guineas 
a  week,  and  few  N.H.S.  cheques  that  will 
not  be  25  per  cent,  less  than  they  are  at 
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present.  While  it  may  happen  that  abuse 
of  the  service  will  largely  cease,  it  is  also 
unfortunately  true  that  many  patients  in 
poor  circumstances  will  be  unable  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  service  when  they  really 
need  it.  Until  more  is  known  of  the  Chan- 
cellor's intentions  it  is  better  to  reserve 
comment  and  criticism. 

There  can,  now,  be  little  doubt  that 
the  progressive  raising  of  the  standard  of 
(qualification  in  pharmacy  will  spell  the 
eventual  doom  of  the  chemist's  shop  as  we 
know  it  today.  The  university  graduate 
and  senior  diploma  holder  will  not  be  con- 
tent with  the  working  and  social  conditions 
which  the  older  generation  have  tolerated. 
Not  for  them  the  cleaning  and  sterilising 
of  a  batch  of  used  medicine  bottles  or  the 
dusting  and  dressing  of  a  shop  window. 
Not  for  them  the  giving  of  free  advice  on 
stopping  dry  rot  or  dyeing  a  dress.  They 
hope,  if  they  cannot  find  a  niche  in  the 
research  laboratories  of  the  manufacturing 
houses,   to   spend   their  days   among  the 


stainless  steel  and  glass  fittings  of  the  dis- 
pensaries in  the  coming  health  centres, 
with  unqualified  labour  to  perform  the  un- 
congenial task.  Like  many  hospital  phar- 
macists today  their  only  contact  with  the 
patient  will  be  a  glimpse  through  a  hatch, 
outside  which  there  waits  a  patient  queue. 
Much  of  this  may  be  for  the  ultimate  good 
of  the  profession.  Certainly  many  among 
the  public  will  feel  no  regret  for  the  pass- 
ing of  the  small  pharmacist  and  his  small 
personal  business. 

Still,  he  will  not  pass  unmourned.  The 
housewives  will  miss  him  as  the  man  to 
whom  they  turned  for  advice  in  a  hundred 
domestic  problems.  The  N.H.S.  patient 
will  miss  his  human  friendliness  and  the 
personal  attention  which  disposed  of  their 
prescription  in  a  matter  of  minutes.  They 
will  think  of  him  with  regret  as  they  wait 
in  the  health-centre  queue  for  their  turn 
to  collect  from  the  hatch.  And  he  will  go 
down  fighting,  for  he  has  spent  all  his 
life  fighting  for  existence. 


ANTITUBERCULAR  DRUG  "DISCOVERIES" 


Of  several  compounds  related  to  nicotinic 
acid  that  have  received  publicity  in  the 
lay  Press  in  America  recently  for  their 
anti-tuberculosis    action    (see    C.    &  D., 
March  i,  p.  269)  Rimifon,  developed  by  the 
Hoffman  La  Roche  organisation  in  New 
Jersey,  U.S.A.,  is  under  trial  in  England 
by  the  associated   company  Roche  Pro- 
ducts, Ltd.,  Welwyn  Garden  City.  The 
drug  is  isonicotinyl  hydrazide,  and  a  state- 
ment by  the  company  says  that  it  has 
proved  active  both  in  vitro  and  in  experi- 
mental  tuberculosis   in   guinea  pigs  and 
mice.  The  drug  appears  to  be  bactericidal, 
in    contrast    with    earlier  antitubercular 
drugs   that   are   bacteriostatic.     "  Febrile 
patients  with  bilateral  caseous  lesions,  posi- 
tive sputum  and  advanced  asthenia,  who 
had  been  unaffected  by  a  long  period  of 
treatment   with   streptomycin   and  para- 
aminosalicylic  acid,  and  whose  condition 
appeared  hopeless,  became  free  from  fever 
after  a  few  days'  treatment."  After  several 
weeks,    and    in    some    patients,  tubercle 
bacilli  were  found  to  be  absent  from  both 
sputum  and  gastric  fluid.  Constipation, 
hyperreflexia  and  dizziness  were  transient 
side-effects  only  seldom  observed.    A  re- 
lated drug  had  been  named  Marsilid.  The 
hydrazide  of  iso-nicotinic  acid  (Pycazide)  is 
being  manufactured  and   investigated  in 
Britain  by  Herts   Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd., 
Welwyn   Garden  City.    It  is  at  present 
undergoing  animal  and  clinical  evaluation. 


Lederle  Laboratories  Division  of  the 
American  Cyanamid  Co.,  Pearl  River,  New 
York,  have  developed  a  nicotinic  acid 
derivative,  to  which  they  have  given  the 
name  Aldinamide.  According  to  an  Ameri- 
can report  it  is  effective  against  normal  and 
streptomycin-resistant  strains  of  the 
tubercle  bac'llus.  Development  of  resist- 
ance *to  the  drug  within  forty-two  days  has 
been  observed.  The  drug  is  administered 
orally.  An  iso-nicotinic  acid  compound  to 
which  the  name  Nydrazid  has  been  given 
is  manufactured  and  under  test  by  E.  R. 
Squibb  &  Sons,  New  York,  U.S.A.  If  it 
proves  as  effective  as  results  so  far  indi- 
cate, said  Dr.  Geoffrey  Rake  (director, 
Squ;bb  Institute  of  Medical  Research)  re- 
cently, it  may  become  possible  to  start 
treatment  in  the  early  stages  of  the  dis- 
ease. By  alternating  the  drug  with  strep- 
tomycin and  PAS  it  might  be  possible  to 
treat  patients  continuously  over  far  longer 
periods  of  time  with  a  vastly  greater  de- 
gree of  safety  and  effect. 

An  Italian  manufacturer,  Signor  Lepetit, 
Milan,  who  claimed  that  the  nicotinyl 
hydrazides  had  been  discovered  long  ago 
and  manufactured  by  his  company,  said 
that  the  sudden  publicity  from  New  York 
had  brought  about  a  situation  from  which 
neither  the  manufacturers  nor  the  public 
in  either  Italy  or  America  could  profit. 
The  experiments  had  begun  in  England 
and  had  been  going  on  since  1930.

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Incentives — and  some 
Disincentives 

The  plainly  apparent  purpose  behind  Mr. 
Butler's  first  Budget  is  to  encourage  wage- 
earners  to  work  with  a  greater  zest  and  for 
longer  hours.  This  he  achieves  both  posi- 
tively and  negatively.  By  freeing  two  mil- 
lion workers  from  the  need  to  pay  any 
income  tax  at  all,  by  raising  the  allowances 
and  above  all  by  ensuring  that  payment 
for  overtime  is  not  heavily  discounted  by 
peing  taxed  at  high  rates,  he  discourages 
absenteeism  and  encourages  work  beyond 
a  normal  trade-union  week.  By  removing 
^he  food  subsidies  he  ensures  that  workers 
kill  have  to  put  in  a  full  week's  work, 
j  So  far  as  manufacturers  are  concerned 
the  incentives,  if  any,  are  less  obvious. 
Devices  such  as  the  increased  Bank  rate 
are  introduced  to  discourage  expenditure 
3n  capital  development  and  concentrate 
on  output,  especially  in  the  hard  dollar 
areas,  to  replace  Commonwealth  and  other 
iterling  markets  lost  by  import  cuts.  An 
excess  profits  levy,  though  expected  (since 
t  was  announced  in  the  Conservative 
Party's  election  programme),  will  hardly 
oe  welcomed,  especially  as  1947  to  '49  are 
:aken  as  the  years  for  computation  above 
■vhich  profits  become  "  excess." 

The  Budget  is  not  framed  as  a  means  of 
ichieving  a  definite  revenue,  though  no 
ioubt  the  Chancellor  has  had  that  in  mind 
ilso,  but  is  made  frankly  an  instrument  of 
)olicy — its  aim  being  to  guide  the  country 
iway  from  the  financial  rocks.  Its  purpos- 
Jlveness  alone  should  bring  new  confidence 
jlo  the  country  and  release  new  energies. 


Servicing  Chemist  Contractors 

Secretaries  of  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tees will  by  now  have  scrutinised,  no 
doubt,  the  third  annual  report  of  the 
Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee,  and  been  notified  that  they 
will  be  required  to  find  a  sum  representing 
an  additional  15  per  cent.,  approximately, 
on  what  they  paid  for  the  Committee's 
services  to  them  in  1951.  The  secretary 
gives  a  hint  that  the  15  per  cent,  is  an 
overall  figure,  possibly  involving  local 
variations,  and  we  can  only  hope  that 
the  variations  will  not  be  so  great,  or  the 
shocks  so  severe,  as  were  involved  in  an 
overall  increase  of  20  per  cent,  in  London 
Transport  fares  recently. 

Being  for  the  most  part  keen  business 
men,  the  secretaries  and  the  contractors 
they  represent  will  naturally  weigh  up 
carefully  what  they  have  been  getting  for 
their  money  and  whether  the  increase 
will  continue  to  give  good  value.  The 
report  gives  good  clues  and  it  is  supple- 
mented by  a  statement  on  the  steps  taken 
by  the  committee  to  give  effect  to  the 
resolutions  adopted  by  the  Conference  of 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  representatives 
on  February  14.  From  the  annual  report 
comes  a  reminder  that  at  the  beginning  of 
1 95 1  two  main  problems  were  before  the 
Central  N.H.S.  Committee  :  oncost  rate 
and  arrears  of  pricing.  It  is  a  measure  of 
the  swiftness  of  events  since  that  time  that 
though  it  accepted,  in  June,  an  oncost  rate 
of  25  per  cent,  and  an  increase  of  id.  on 
the  dispensing  fee  (a  decision  which  "  look- 
ing back  ...  is  considered  a  sound  one  "), 
the  Committee  had  twice  to  make  repre- 
sentations— successfully — for  supplementary 
payments,  principally  on  account  of  a 
steady  rise  in  average  value  of  prescrip- 
tions. The  problem  of  arrears  remains  un- 
solved, though  much  time  was  spent  in 
studying  schemes.  Perhaps  it  may  be 
said  here  that  the  insistence  on  full  pricing 
today  is  less  the  expression  of  individual 
doubts  about  whether  payment  for  all 
work  done  is  accurately  calculated  than  a 
growing  realisation  there  can  never  be  the 
essential  safeguard  against  drug  costs  sky- 
rocketing beyond  the  Treasury's  capacity 
to  pay — namely,  a  check  on  wasteful  pre- 
scribing by  the  individual  prescriber. 
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A  substantial  gain  is  recorded  in  the 
statement  (U.L.  750)  on  the  actions  of  the 
Committee  in  the  matter  of  the  shilling 
levy,  provided  arrangements  reached  over 
payments  in  rural  areas  are  ratified  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  substance  of  the 
arrangements — with  which  the  rural  con- 
tractors have  expressed  satisfaction  —  is 
that  where  a  substantial  proportion  of  dis- 
pensing is  done  for  households  with  which 
the  contracting  chemist  has  no  direct  con- 
tact, the  scheme  shall  be  modified  to  per- 
mit payment  of  the  levy  by  postage  stamp 
attached  to  the  prescription  form.  The 
other  points  arising  from  the  resolutions 
remain  at  the  stage  of  securing  hearings 
for  deputations. 

Do  these  activities  justify  an  increase  of 
15  per  cent,  in  the  levies  that  provide  the 
Committee's  income?  It  all  depends  on 
what  contractors  want.  The  administrative 
costs  do  not  appear  extravagant,  and 
doubtless  the  routine  work  of  the  Commit- 
tee could  be  kept  within  previous  limits  if 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  insisted.  What 
costs  the  money  is  the  "  luxuries  "  like  the 
survey  of  dispensing  costs  and  the  confer- 
ences of  representatives  (of  which  "  at  least 
one"  is  indicated  in  1952).  The  one  is 
inherent  in  the  demand  by  contractors  for 
a  claim  to  be  put  forward  for  increased 
dispensing.  If  our  reading  of  the  temper 
of  the  last  Conference  is  correct,  the 
second  "  luxury "  is  regarded  as  a  neces- 
sity to  ensure  that  negotiators  and  con- 
tractors march  always  in  step. 

Counsel's  Opinion  on  Levy  Point 

It  will  be  recalled  that  Mr.  H.  Noble 
(secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union)  announced  at  the  conference  of 
representatives  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees on  Feburary  14  (see  C  &  D.,  Feb- 
ruary 23,  p.  254)  that  legal  advice  was 
being  sought  by  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Che- 
mist Contractors)  Committee  on  a  matter 
involving  "  co-op  divi "  on  the  shilling 
levy.  The  question  was  whether  the  co- 
operative societies  were  right  in  contending 
that  the  Government  would  be  acting  ille- 
gally if  it  issued  a  regulation  precluding 
the  societies  from  paying  dividends  on  the 
levy  payments  they  would  receive  from 
their  members.    Their  right  to  do  so,  they 


argued,  was  protected  by  powers  given 
under  the  Industrial  and  Provident  Socie- 
ties. Acts.  The  contractors'  committee  has 
now  had  the  opinion  of  its  legal  advisers 
that  the  "  co-op  "  viewpoint  is  not  well 
founded  in  law.  Neither  side,  of  course, 
can  do  more  than  express  an  opinion  until 
the  matter  has  been  taken  to  court  and  a 
judicial  decision  given.  Until  that  happens 
the  Government  may  consider  that  they  will 
play  for  safety  by  not  attempting  to  prevent 
the  co-operative  societies  from  paying  "divi" 
on  the  levy.  Equally  there  is  no  reason 
why  contractors  should  quietly  accept  that 
state  of  affairs.  They  can  act  vigorously 
to  secure  that  no  modification  is  made  of 
the  clause  in  the  Terms  of  Service  that 
prohibits  a  contractor  from  giving  the 
public  any  "  inducement "  to  take  their 
prescriptions  to  his  pharmacy.  The  con- 
tractors' committee  is  in  fact  taking  such 
action.  They  have  taken  the  matter  up] 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  have 
sought  allies  in  the  optical  profession, 
whose  interests  are  similarly  threatened. 

A  Shock  for  Exporters 

Australia's  decision  to  cut  imports  from! 
sterling  as  well  as  from  dollar  and  other 
hard-currency  areas  (see  p.  378)  is  not  inj 
itself  surprising  when  one  considers  thai 
the  country's  external  reserves  have  faller 
from  over  £700  millions  to  £350  million: 
in  a  little  over  six  months.  The  extent  o; 
the  cuts,  however,  must  have  come  as  < 
shock  to  British  exporters  and  manufac 
turers  of  proprietary  medicines,  chemical 
and  drugs.  During  1951  Australia  impor 
ted  from  the  United  Kingdom  proprietar 
medicines  valued  at  £421,109,  and  othe 
medicinal  products  valued  at  over  £2. 
milh'ons.     The  sudden  severance  of  thi 
market  will  call  for  extensive  propagand 
in  fields  hitherto  neglected,  since  it  is  absc 
lutely  necessary  for  Britain  to  export  i 
order  to  obtain  from  overseas  the  foo 
and  raw  materials  necessary  to  her  exi 
tence.  Redirection  of  the  export  effort  wi 
not  be  effected  quickly  or  easily,  but 
prices  are  kept  competitive  there  is  no  re; 
son  why  it  should  not  succeed,  so  that,  : 
the  long  run,  the_ "  ill  wind "  of  todi 
may  prove  a  beneficial  trade  wind  spee 
ing  cargoes  to  markets  hitherto  neglecte

Wrong  Point  of  Attack 

Sir, — As  you  rightly  point  out  in  your 
ditorial  (C.  &  D.,  February  23,  p.  253) 
le  shilling  levy  is  an  attempt  to  correct 
symptom  without  attacking  the  prime 
auses  of  the  high  cost  of  the  pharmaceuti- 
al  service.  While  the  levy  may  be  a  neces- 
iry  (though,  one  hopes  only  temporary) 
xpedient,  it  is  earnestly  to  be  desired  that 
ie  Ministry,  in  consultation  with  the  pro- 
ssions,  will  formulate  measures  designed 
'  go  to  the  roots  of  the  trouble.  These 
lclude :  — 

1.    Systematic  investigation  —  on  pre- 
ar  lines — of  excessive  prescribing.  For 
ie  present  the  Department's  hands  are 
d  by  the  "  averaging "  policy.  With 


reports  of  improvement  in  the  pricing 
position,  however,  a  return  to  straight 
pricing  of  prescriptions  sorted  into  doctor 
order  should  be  possible  in  the  not-too- 
distant  future. 

2.  Measures  to  secure  a  change  in  the 
outlook  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  medi- 
cal profession  toward  applied  pharma- 
cology and  the  principles  of  prescribing. 
While  most  scientific  pharmacologists 
would  probably  endorse  the  views  of  Pro- 
fessor Dunlop  (C.  &  D.,  February  16,  p. 
224)  they  may  not  appeal  to  the  average 
"  G.P."  The  state  of  things  disclosed  by 
Professor  Dunlop  does  not  arise  wholly 
from  shortcomings  in  the  medical  curricu- 
lum :  as  he  points  out,  the  pharmaceutical 
houses,  with  their  attractive  advertising 
literature,  play  on  the  inadequate  pharma- 
cological knowledge  of  many  doctors.  A 
layman  hesitates  to  suggest  remedies,  but 
it  is  clearly  desirable,  on  the  one  hand,  for 
the  General  Medical  Council  and  other 
high  authority  to  review  the  medical  curri- 
culum, and  on  the  other  for  manufacturers 
to  avoid  in  their  literature  claims  that 
cannot  be  substantiated. 

3.  Measures  to  bring  about  a  reversal 
of  the  tendency  of  the  public  to  look  upon 
the  social  services  of  the  Welfare  State  as 
something  to  be  exploited  for  their  indi- 
vidual benefit.  That  attitude  may  threaten 
the  very  foundations  of  the  social  services. 
The  remedy  is  one  for  the  politicians. 

4.  Price  control  of  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts and  of  wholesalers'  and  chemists' 
margins.  It  is  clear  from  Sir  Frank  Tribe's 
report  that  the  Treasury  hope  for  much 
from  this  direction,  but  it  may  be  doubted 
whether  the  Ministry  of  Health  are  so 
optimistic !

THOUGH  not  a  new  venture,  the  fine 
chemicals  division  of  Genatosan,  Ltd., 
has  recently  been  largely  rehoused  in  a 
group  of  three  new  buildings  forming  an 
approximately  uniform  series  at  Willow 
Works,  Derby  Road,  Loughborough. 

Laboratory  and  Bulk-scale  Products 

Products  manufactured  by  the  division 
fall  principally  into  two  groups :   a  fairly 
extensive  range  of  laboratory  fine  chemicals  ! 
synthesised  on  a  laboratory  scale,  and  a 
relatively    limited     number    of  organic 
chemicals  for  industry  produced  in  bulk 
and  supplied  in  standard  packs.   Distribu-  j 
tion  of  the  whole  output  of  both  groups  | 
is  undertaken  by  an  associated  company :  I 
Whiffen  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  London.   There  is,  1 
however,   no  sharp   dividing  line,  for  it  1 
may  happen  (and  frequently  does)  that  an  I 
item  which  appears  first  as  a  name  in  an  I 
office-printed  price  list,  and  is  backed  by 
enough  material  to  satisfy  a  few  labora-  j 
tory  users,  attracts  from  a  manufacturer  a  :| 
demand  for  a  bulk  quantity.    The  buyer  J 
may  need  the  chemical  as  an  intermediate 
in  a  process  that  was  certainly  not  in  the  I 
minds  of  the  company  when  they  synthe-  I 
s'sed  the  compound  and  may  remain  for  1 
ever  undisclosed  to  its  makers.

Hydrazine  has  many] 
uses  in  other  chemical  fields  for  its  great] 
reducing   properties,    and   it   is   also  thej 
starting-point  for  a  whole  series  of  salts  j, 
and  esters  with  applications  in  metallurgy,; 
plastics,  pharmaceuticals,  bactericides  andj 
insecticides.  The  hydrate  is  available  from 
the  company  as  a  6o  per  cent.,  90  per! 
cent.,  or  100  per  cent,  solution.  Maleic1 
hydrazide,  another  compound,  is  finding! 
an  extensive  use  in  the  control  of  hedges) 
and  grass  verges,  for  it  discourages  growth 
without  destroying  the  plant.  As  the  starting 
point  for  the  manufacture  of  semi-carba- 
zide  hydrochlorides,  of  which  again  Messrs.); 
Genatosan  are  probably  the  only  British 
makers  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  2,  p.  147)!

|The  company's  list  of  laboratory  fine 
emicals  is  too  long  to  itemise  here,  con- 
ning well  over  a  hundred  items,  but  a 
may  be  worth  naming,  among  them 
antoin,  alloxan,  barbituric  acid,  caesium 
d  rubidium  salts,  dimethyl  formamide, 
yl  thioureas,  mercaptans,  and  allyl  and 
enyl  isothiocyanates. 

The  three  new  buildings  of  the  division, 
ich  are  now  in  production,  though  by 
means  fully  occupied  as  to  floor  space, 
use  the  plant  on  which  the  manufactur- 
-scale  processes  are  carried  out.  Within 
ih  building  the  arrangement  is  simple, 
renting  a  series  of  processing  assemblies, 
h  made  up  essentially  of  the  same  four 
its — a  porcelain  "  egg  "  of  reagent  at 
apex,  glass-lined  reaction  or  distilla- 
vessel  at  a  lower  level,  and  beneath 
h  a  hydro  extractor  and  a  drying  oven.

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In  adding  to  the  number  of  assemblies, 
or  in  introducing  variants  or  modifica- 
tions of  the  basic  pattern,  the  company 
has  been  specially  fortunate — or  rather 
has  reaped  the  benefit  of  an  imaginative 
step  taken  some  years  ago.  All  glassware 
parts,  such  as  fractionating  condensers, 
are  made  on  the  site  in  the  works  of  the 
affiliated  Loughborough  Glass  Co.,  Ltd., 
and  are  thus  forthcoming  without  the  de- 
lays chemical  engineers  sometimes  en- 
counter. The  most  intricate  glass-blowing 
and  grinding  operations  are  carried  out, 
and  the  apparatus  and  components  are 
produced  to  precision  standards,  comply- 
ing at  least  with  British  Standards  Speci- 
fications where  they  exist. 

Work  is  progressing  in  installing  a  new 
hydrazine  plant  that  will  double  the  exist- 
ing capacity  and  make  it  possible  to 
adjust  output  very  closely  to  demand. 
Present  production  is  in  an  older  building 
from  a  quadruplicate  assembly.  When 
the  new  plant  is  in  production,  it  will  be 
easy  to  produce  at  the  rate  of  25,  50,  75, 
100  or  200  per  cent,  of  today's  maximum 
output. 

The  laboratory  fine  chemicals  are  made 
in  a  chain  of  rooms  forming  half  the  width 
and  all  the  length  of  an  older  building 
whose  side  faces  the  ends  of  the  three  new 
structures.  (The  remainder  of  that  build- 
ing housed  the  manufacturing-scale  pro- 
cesses before  the  new  buildings  were 
erected :  it  has  now  been  taken  over  for 
the  production  of  the  perfumery  products 
of  Zenobia,  Ltd.,  another  associate  com- 
pany.) In  the  laboratories  numerous  syn- 
theses are  constantly  in  progress,  some  as 
part  of  routine  development  and  others 
to  special  orders  from  customers,  for  whom 
the  company  is  prepared  at  any  time  to 
make  any  new  chemical  provided  a  worth 
while  minimum  quantity  is  ordered. 

Adjoining  the  synthesis  rooms  are  a 
formulation  laboratory  for  the  medical 
speciality  section  of  the  company,  and  a 
suite  of  white-tiled  rooms  that  were  for- 
merly a  pharmacological  laboratory  and 
are  shortly  to  be  reoccupied  as  analytical 
laboratories. 

An  important  element  in  the  organisa- 
tion is  the  packing  and  dispatch  depart- 
ment, from  which  small  and  large  amounts 
of  chemicals,  labelled  to  identify  both  the 
compound  and  the  batch,  go  out  to  cus- 
tomers in  many  parts  of  the  world.  Before 
it  receives  a  batch  number  every  product 
must  have  passed  through  a  period  of 
"  quarantine  "  during  which  each  batch 
is    independently   sampled    according  to 


accepted  principles  of  scientific  sampling, 
analysed,  and  found  to  meet  purity  and 
quality  requirements.  The  sampling  de- 
partment acts  not  only  for  fine  chemicals 
but  for  all  sections  of  the  company.  Only 
when  a  sample  has  satisfied  all  its  tests 
is  it  given  a  batch  number,  which  goes  or 
to  the  label  of  every  bottle.

■rdiac  ailments  found  the  wild  blue  bug- 


loss  growing  on  the  dry  ditch-banks  about 
Piccadilly,  and  borage  favoured  the  same 
locality.  Pliny  calls  this  plant  Euphro- 
sinum,  because  the  herb  eyebright  makes 
a  man  merry  and  joyful.  It  was  used  in 
Turner's  time  and  long  afterwards,  in 
many  ways,  for  the  comfort  of  the  heart 
and  for  driving  away  sorrow.  Milton, 
in  "  Paradise  Lost,"  written  in  1665,  por- 
trays St.  Michael  purging  the  eye  of  Adam 
with  euphasy  to  enable  him  to  see  into 
the  distant  future.  Wild  roses  blossomed 
on  the  borders  of  a  pasture  leading  from 
the  village  of  Knightsbridge  to  that  of 
Fulham.  "  Ladies'  traces  "  raised  its  taper- 
like stalks  and  twisted  spikes  of  small 
white  flowers  upon  a  common  heath  out- 
side Stepney  village,  and  near  the  bowling 
place  under  a  few  scrubby  old  oaks  at 
Islington.  The  Vervain  Mallow  (as  Gerard 
called  it)  grew  on  the  wayside  on  the 
lefthand  side  of  the  Tyburn  Tree  and  in 
the  vicinity  of  hedges  and  bushes  on  the 
way  to  Hackney  where,  nearby,  the  small 
turnip,  states  Gerard,  grew  in  a  sandy 
ground,  and  was  taken  by  the  local  women 
to  sell  at  Cheapside  Cross.  Vervain,  or 
Verbena,  quasi  herbena,  originally  denoted 
all  those  herbs  that  were  held  sacred  be- 
cause they  were  employed  in  the  rites 
of  sacrifice,  says  Mills  in  his  "  Logic." 
It  was  used  by  the  Greeks  and  Romans 
in  their  sacrifices  and  sacred  rites,  and  by 
the  Druids  in  their  incantations.  For  ages 
it  was  a  reputed  deobstruent,  especially 
efficacious  in  scrofulous  complaints,  the 
bites  of  rabid  animals,  antipathies  and 
megrims.  Michael  Drayton  (a  poet 
laureate)  says  in  his  "  Polyolbion  "  (prin- 
ted in  16 1 3)  that  "a  wreath  of  vervain 
heralds  wear "  as  a  badge  of  truce.  Am- 
bassadors also  wore  a  chaplet  of  vervain 
on  denouncing  war.  It  was  also  called 
"  the  holy  herb,"  "  pigeons'  grass," 
"  Juno's  tears,"  and  "  simpler's  joy,"  and 
was  considered  to  arrest  the  diffusion  of 
poison,  to  conciliate  friendships  and  to 
be  a  pledge  of  mutual  good  faith,  hence 
the  customs  of  heralds  to  wear  it. 

Aquatic  Plants 

Couchgrass — better  known  than  desired 
—  overspread  the  fields  between  Tower 
Hill  and  RatclifT.  The  Tower  ditch  was 
rich  in  aquatic  plants  including  the  great

burweed  with  its  sword-shaped  leaves,  the 
water-archers,  with  their  arrow-headed 
leaves,  and  the  rudely-named  but  elegant 
frog-bite,  which  floated  its  leafy  rafts 
spreading  out  its  pellucid  blossoms  under- 
lined with  gold.  This  beautiful  and  curi- 
ous little  flower  also  scattered  its  flower- 
snow  and  moth-luring  perfume  upon  the 
still  waters  in  the  ditches  about  St. 
George's  Fields  and  upon  the  Thames  side 
near  Lambeth  Marsh.  There,  under  the 
shadow  of  the  stately  loose-strife,  with  its 
many  long  stems  of  spiked  flowers,  half 
a  foot  high,  growing  in  purple  violet 
bundles  one  above  another,  grew  also  in 
Lambeth  ditches  the  feather  foil  or  water 
violet,  lifting  its  solitary  stalks  and  flowers 
"  all  silver  white."  The  violet,  now  con- 
sidered the  flower  of  modesty,  is  said 
originally  to  have  sprung  from  the  blood 
of  the  Boasting  Ajax  :  — 

"  As  when  stern  Ajax  poured  a  purple  flood, 
The  violet  rose,  fair  daughter  of  his  blood." 

says  Young  in  his  "  The  Instalment."  The 
colour  indicates  the  "  love  of  truth  "  and 


the  "  truth  of  love."  In  floral  language 
the  violet  is  emblematical  of  innocence 
Ophelia  comments  in  "  Hamlet,"  that  th 
King,  the  Queen,  and  Hamlet  himsel 
after  he  had  slain  Polonius,  are  unworth 
of  the  symbol.  It  is  said  that  some  pei 
son  went  by  night  and  strewed  viole 
over  the  grave  of  Nero,  and  that  gav 
rise  to  the  phrase :  "  the  violet  on  th 
tyrant's  grave." 

A  setting  of  fenny  rankness,  of  dar 
undergrowth  and  stagnant  water  is  pn 
duced  when  St.  George's  Fields  di: 
closed  :  — 

'"'  Thistles,  and  nettles,  and  darnels,  ranks, 
and  the  dock,  and  henbane,  and  hemlock  dank 
Stretched  out  its  long  and  hollow  shank." 

Thistles,  especially  "  Our  Lady's  Thistle 
were  said  to  be  a  cure  for  stitch  in  tl 
side.  According  to  the  doctrine  of  sign 
tures  Nature  has  labelled  every  plant,  ar 
the  prickles  of  the  thistle  were  to  sho 
that  the  plant  was  efficacious  f< 
"  prickles "  or  the  stitch.  The  specie 
Silybum  marianum,  owes  its  name  to  tl 
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legend  that  the  white  markings  on  its 
leaves  are  due  to  the  milk  of  the  Virgin 
[Mary  falling  on  this  plant  and  leaving  a 
white  mark  behind.  According  to  tradition 
henbane  makes  those  who  chance  to  eat 
of  it  "  bray  like  asses  or  neigh  like  horses," 
but  now  the  herbalist  uses  it  as  a  sedative 
and  as  a  substitute  for  opium  where  the 
latter  is  inadmissible. 

Hemlock  is  now  used  as  a  sedative. 
Socrates  at  the  age  of  seventy  in  399  B.C., 
and  Phocion  the  Good,  at  eighty  five  in 
317  B.C.,  were  both  condemned  by  the 
Athenians  to  death  by  hemlock  juice.  It 
was  known  as  the  "  insane  root."  It  is 
said  that  those  who  eat  hemlock  can  see 
objects  otherwise  invisible.  Thus,  when 
Banquo  had  encountered  the  witches,  who 
vanished  as  mysteriously  as  they  had  ap- 
peared, he  says  to  Macbeth,  "  Were 
such  things  here  ...  or  have  we  eaten  the 
insane  root  that  takes  the  reason  prisoner." 
The  great  burreed  sent  up  its  bayonet- 
shaped  pulpy  leaves  in  St.  George's  Fields 
as  well  as  at  the  place  of  execution  at 
the  end  of  Southwark  called  St.  Thomas's 


Waterings.  The  horse-tail  waved  upon  the 
surface  of  the  ditches  there,  and  the 
oyster-mushrooms  brooded  on  the  bodies 
of  old  willows  in  that  neighbourhood  where 
water-flags  hung  rotting  on  the  surface. 

In  summer  when  the  frog  bite  floated 
on  the  marshes,  when  the  flowering  rush 
set  up  its  stately  stalks,  and  umbels  of 
pink  waxen  flowers  in  the  midst,  and  skull- 
cap shone  blue  upon  the  banks  the  scene 
might  have  been  very  captivating ;  but 
in  winter  the  Bankside  and  the  Southwark 
marshes  displayed  only  rankness  and,  de- 
cay. The  rushes  would  be  gathered  and 
dried  to  provide  not  only  floor-coverings 
in  humble  homes,  but  also  for  the  halls 
of  the  livery  companies  of  London.  Dis- 
tinguished guests  had  clean  fresh  rushes 
obtained  for  them,  and  Lyly,  in  his 
"  Sappho  and  Phaon,"  printed  in  1584, 
says :  "  Strangers  have  green  rushes  when 
daily  guests  are  not  worth  a  rush."  Gerard 
found  the  common  nightshade  "  in  a  ditch 
side  against  the  Honourable  Earl  of  Sussex 
his  garden  wall,  at  his  house  in  Bermond- 
sey  street,  by  London,  as  you  go  from 
the  court,  which  is  full  of  trees,  into 
a  farmhouse  near  unto."  We  are  told 
that  the  berries  of  the  deadly  nightshade, 
or  belladonna,  so  intoxicated  the  soldiers 
of  Sweno,  King  of  the  Danes,  that  they 
became  an  easy  prey  to  the  Scots,  who 
cut  them  to  pieces.  The  term  "  deadly  " 
is  not  due  to  its  poisonous  qualities  but 
because  it  was  used  at  one  time  for  black- 
ening the  eyes  in  times  of  mourning.  It 
is  not  known  why  the  Italians  gave  the 
term  belladonna  to  the  deadly  nightshade. 
One  version  is  that  it  is  from  the  practice 
of  touching  their  eyes  with  it  to  make  the 
pupils  large  and  lustrous ;  but  another 
tradition  has  it  that  it  is  from  having 
been  used  by  an  Italian  poisoner,  Leucota, 
to  poison  beautiful  women. 

In  the  spring  white  saxifrage  lifted  its 
flowers  in  a  field  on  the  lefc-hand  side  of 
the  way  leading  from  St.  Thomas's 
Waterings  to  Deptford  "  by  London,"  and 
also  very  profusely  in  the  great  field  called 
the  Mantles  at  Islington.  Saxifrage,  so 
called  from  its  virtues  as  a  lithontriptic, 
is  mentioned  by  Drayton  :  — 

"  So  saxifrage  is  good,  and  hart's  tongue  for  the 
stone, 

With  agrimony,  and  that  herb  we  call  St.  John." 

Pliny,  and  later  writers,  held  that  the 
name  was  due  to  the  supposed  medicinal 
value  of  the  plant  in  breaking  up  and 
dispersing  stone  -  in  the  bladder.  Nettle- 
leaved  gossefoot,  or  stinking  arrach,  grew 
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in  great  abundance  in  the  Edgware  Road 
district  even  when  Curtis  was  compiling 
his  manuals  on  floral  lore.  Spotted  per- 
sicaria,  or  smartweed,  grew  between  Kent- 
ish Street  and  St.  Thomas's  Waterings 
and  also  in  a  large  ditch  on  the  right-hand 
side  of  the  road  between  Blackman  Street 
and  Newington.  The  flowering  rush, 
crowned  with  umbels  of  thirty  pink 
flowers,  rose  from  one  to  six  feet  high 
in  Blackwall  marshes  where,  and  at  the 
Isle  of  Dogs,  the  snow-flake  flourished.  ' 

Wild  rue  grew  on  the  ditch-sides  lead- 
ing from  Kentish  Street  to  St.  Thomas's 
Waterings.  Rue  is  called  the  herb  of 
grace  because,  owing  to  its  extreme  bitter- 
ness it  is  the  symbol  of  repentance.  In 
"  Richard  the  Second,"  Shakespeare  says : 

"  Here  did  she  fall  a  tear;. here  in  this  place, 
I'll  set  a  bank  of  rue,  sour  herb  of  grace, 
Rue,  even  for  ruth,  here  shortly  shall  be  seen, 
In  the  remembrance  of  a  weeping  queen." 

Jeremy  Taylor,  quoting  from  the  "  Flagel- 
lum  Daemonum,"  a  form  of  exorcism  used 
by  Father  Jerome  Mengus  when  exorcising 
Martha  Brosser  in  1599,  says,  in  "A  Disu- 
asive  from  Popery,"  printed  in  1664:  — 

"  First,  they  are  to  try  the  devil  by  holy  water, 
incense,  sulphur,  rue,  which  from  thence,  as  we 
suppose,  came  to  be  called  '  herb  of  grace,' — and 
especially  St.  John's  wort,  which  therefore  they 
call  '  devil's  flight,'  with  which  if  they  cannot 
cast  the  devil  out,  yet  they  may  do  good  to  the 
patient." 

For  centuries  rue  was  supposed  to  pre- 
vent contagion,  and  Roman  Catholics 
still  sprinkle  holy  water  with  a  bunch  of 
rue.  Ophelia  in  "  Hamlet  "  says :  "  There's 
rue  for  you,  and  here's  some  for  me ! 
we  may  call  it  '  herb  of  grace'  o'  Sun- 
days." When  she  is  distributing  flowers 
she  observes,  "  You  must  wear  your  rue 
with  a  difference,"  using  the  word  in  its 
heraldic  sense  and  meaning,  "  You  must 
wear  it  as  though  it  were  marked  in  such 
a  way  as  will  slightly  change  the  usual 
meaning  of  the  plant."  As  herb  of  grace 
it  was  a  symbol  of  repentance  or,  on 
the  assumption  that  it  was  to  the  Queen 
that  she  was  offering  the  flower,  may 
have  implied  that  they  were  both  to  wear 
rue — the  one  as  the  affianced  of  Hamlet, 
the  eldest  son  of  the  late  king,  and  the 
other  as  the  wife  of  Claudius,  his  brother. 

By  Westminster,  in  Tothill  Fields — 
originally  a  sandy  heath — grew  spurrey, 
buckstone  plantine,  and  parsley  piert, 
which  was  also  to  be  found  in  Hyde  Park. 
The  Greeks  decked  tombs  with  parsley, 
because  it  kept  green  for  a  long  time  ; 


hence  the  phrase :  "  He  has  need  now 
of  nothing  but  a  little  parsley  "  meaning, 
he  is  dead.  Culpepper  mentioned  that 
mithridate  mustard  grew  on  the  Surrey 
side  of  the  main  street  of  Peckham.  Near 
the  Archbishop's  house-wall  at  Lambeth 
and  all  along  the  side  of  the  Thames  in 
gardens  and  fields  grew  tall  loose-strife  or 
yellow  lysimachia.  Parkinson  found  the 
autumnal  squill  growing  on  a  bank  on  its 
margin  at  the  "  hither  end  of  Chelsey." 
Willow  herb  flourished  at  St.  Thomas's 
Waterings  "  among  the  planks  that  do 
hold  up  the  banks  "  of  the  Thames.  Star- 
thistle  spread  its  straggling  branches  and 
disclosed  its  pretty  pink  blossoms,  beset 
with  yellow  spikes,  in  many  of  the  London 
suburbs,  at  Mile  End  Common  and  at 
Finsbury  Fields  "  beyond  the  windmills." 
Pennyroyal  also  grew  wild  on  Mile  End 
Common,  and  poor  women  collected  it 
to  sell  in  London.  This  herb,  a  species 
of  mint,  is  not  connected  with  the  coin, 
but  is  a  corruption  of  pulyrole  ryale,  from 
the  Latin  pulegium  (thyme)  so  called  from 
pulex  (a  flea)  because  it  was  supposed  to 
be  harmful  to  fleas,  and  Anglo-French, 
real  (royal).  The  French  call  -the  herb 
pouliot,  from  pau  (a  louse).  Liquorice,  an- 
other money-making  herb,  was  cultivated 
in  the  fields  near  Whitechapel  and  Well- 
close  Square.  Scabious  bloomed  in  the 
meadows  of  St.  Giles,  and  the  young  men 
when  shooting  at  the  mark  in  Spittal 
Fields,  trampled  the  self-heal,  or  Prunella 
vulgaris,  underneath  their  feet. 

Throughout  London,  in  fields  and  gar- 
dens, grew  the  pansy,  known  by  a  host 
of  picturesque  names  such  as  "  butterfly 
flower."  Heartease  or  the  wild  pansy 
was  used  in  blood  disorders  and  catarrhal 
affections.  Tradition  says  that  it  was  ori- 
ginally white,  but  Cupid  changed  its  colour 
to  purple,  and  Shakespeare,  in  "  A  Mid- 
summer Night's  Dream,"  refers  to  this 
fable  in  the  lines  : 

"  Yet  marked  I  where  the  bolt  of  Cupid  fell, 
It  fell  upon  a  little  Western  flower. 
Before,  milk-white,   now  purple  with  love's 
wound : 

The  maidens  call  it  Love-in-idleness." 

The  study  of  medicine  developed  during 
the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  gradually  the 
reputations  of  the  herbalists  and  simplers 
fell  into  disrepute,  often  through  the 
charges  brought  against  witches  that  they 
had  used  certain  herbs  and  plants  in  their 
concoctions,  but  many  of  the  plants  col- 
lected by  the  Elizabethan  collectors  are 
still  used  for  such  purposes. 
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BEAUTY  BUSINESS 

What  to  Sell  and  How  to  Sell  it

~1  OSMETICS,  though  perhaps  among 
^4  the  most  difficult  commodities  to 
'  sell "  that  a  chemist  stocks,  are  also  the 
host  rewarding,  for  a  customer  who  might 
pop  in  to  "  any  chemist  "  to  buy  a  bottle 
»f  aspirin  or  a  toothbrush,  will,  when  it 
:omes  to  a  question  of  advice  on  what  are 
he  best  cosmetics  for  her  to  use,  return 
o  what  she  considers  as  "  her  own " 
;hemist. 

A  well-stocked  and  up-to-date  beauty 
counter,  besides  serving  the  needs  of  regu- 
ar  customers,  acts  as  a  powerful  "  draw  " 
or  potential  buyers  of  other  goods  and 
iny  chemist  who  wants  to  be  go-ahead 
lowadays  must  be  prepared  to  develop  this 
attractive  side  of  his  business.  One  of 
the  first  essentials  in  doing  this  is  for  the 
phemist  to  establish  himself  or  his  beauty 
department  assistant  in  the  minds  of  both 
regular  and  casual  customers  as  someone 
qualified  to  advise  on  what  is,  to  them, 
pne  of  their  most  important  purchases. 
|  A  first-class  assistant  on  the  beauty  coun- 
ter remembers  three  important  points — she 
must  inspire  confidence  in  her  judgment  by 
showing  that  she  really  knows  her  sub- 
ject ;  she  must  be  willing  to  spend  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  time  in  explanation  ;  and 
she  must  be  aware  of  the  latest  trends  in 
the  world  of  fashion  and  beauty. 

Most  well-known  manufacturers  of  cos- 
metics issue  instructional  leaflets  or  adver- 
tising matter  giving  the  chief  selling  points 
of  any  new  line  which  they  wish  to  be 
introduced  to  the  public  through  the  che- 
mist, and  it  is  well  worth  while  to  study 
them,  and  to  see  that  assistants  do  so.  That 
alone,  however,  is  not  enough.  A  good 
cosmetic  assistant  must  have  a  basic  know- 
ledge of  skin  care  and  the  art  of  make-up 
in  order  to  be  able  to  inspire  that  confi- 
dence at  which  she  is  aiming. 

Skin  Care 

Techniques  in  skin  care  may  vary  a  little 
amongst  the  different  manufacturers,  but 
certain  basic  principles  are  generally  ac- 
cepted today.  The  first  of  these  is  that 
all  skins  need  three  processes  for  proper 
care — cleansing,  lubricating  and  toning. 

Cleansing.  —  Important  beauty  houses 


agree  that  soap  and  water  do  no  harm  to 
the  skin,  and  that  the  first  essential  of 
cleansing  is  a  thorough  wash  with  a  pure 
brand  of  soap  and  warm — not  hot — water. 
After  surface  dirt  has  been  removed  in 
this  way,  the  next  step  is  to  remove  the 
impurities  that  lie  beneath  the  skin,  and 
for  this  the  customer  needs  a  good  cleans- 
ing cream.  All  cleansing  creams  should 
have  the  following  qualifications :  They 
should  liquefy  at  skin  temperature,  should 
spread  easily,  retain  the  dirt  particles,  and 
contain  enough  light  oil  to  flush  the  pores. 
A  pleasant  perfume  is  also  a  good  selling 
point.  It  helps  to  appeal  aesthetically  to  a 
fastidious  woman.  The  salesman  should 
explain  to  the  customer  how  the  cleansing 
cream  sinks  into  the  pores  and  cause  the 
deep  grime  to  rise  to  the  surface,  from 
which  it  can  be  wiped  off  with  a  clean 
tissue.  Cleansing  cream  should  be  recom- 
mended according  to  the  type  of  skin 
which  the  customer  has  and  a  question 
should  be  put  to  her  on  the  subject.  If 
she  has  a  dry  skin,  for  instance,  she  should 
be  supplied  with  one  of  the  creams  speci- 
ally made  for  cleansing  dry  skins.  For 
greasy  or  normal  skins  another,  less  rich, 
type  of  cream  should  be  recommended. 

Lubrication. — The  next  process  is  that 
of  lubrication.  Here  again  a  cream  should 
be  recommended  that  is  suitable  to  the 
customer's  skin  type.  Normally  com- 
plexions can  be  divided  into  four  kinds  : 
Dry,  normal,  greasy,  or  in-between  (i.e., 
that  type  of  skin  which  is  greasy  in  patches 
down  the  centre  of  the  face,  and  dry  on 
the  cheeks — quite  a  common  type,  it  will 
be  found).  All  skins  need  massage  with  a 
rich  lubricating  cream  to  keep  them  young 
and  supple  and  to  delay  or  alleviate  lines 
and  wrinkles,  and  next  on  the  page  are 
given  a  few  simple  massage  movements 
with  an  illustrated  chart,  which  should 
give  the  basic  idea  of  how  lubricating 
cream  should  be  applied.  It  may  be  men- 
tioned here  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  leave 
cream  on  the  face  all  night.  After  ten 
minutes'  massage  the  skin  has  absorbed 
all  it  can,  and  the  residue  may  be  wiped 
off.  Massage  need  not  necessarily  be  done 
at  night,  but  it  must  be  done  when  the 
skin  is  clean.    A  good  time  is  in  the  bath, 
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when  the  heat  of  the  steam 
has  opened  the  pores. 

Toning. — After  thorough 
lubrication,  most  skins  need 
toning.  Many  women  use 
no  toning  lotion,  but  if  the 
chemist  can  persuade  the 
customer  to  try  it,  he  will 
find  that  its  cooling,  refresh- 
ing and  reviving  effect  on 
tired  skins  will  cause  her  to 
become  a  regular  user.  It 
should  be  explained  that 
toning  lotion,  by  its  astrin- 
gent action  on  the  skin, 
helps  relaxed  pores  to  con- 
tract, and  makes  for  a  fresh, 
healthy,  tight  skin  with  a 
youthful  glow.  The  advice 
given  should  be  to  try  a 
bottle  of  toning  lotion  and 
use  it  before  make  up  and 
after  massage  as  a  final  pro- 
cess, and  to  watch  the  effect 
on  the  skin.  For  young 
girls  a  toning  lotion  can  be 
recommended  as  helping  to 
counteract  a  tendency  to 
sallowness,  blackheads  and 
open  pores,  rather  than  as 
a  pick-me-up  for  tired  skins, 
as  in  the  case  of  older 
women. 

Foundation 

The  customer  having  now 
been  advised  on  all  the  pro- 
ducts necessary  for  skin  care, 
the  next  stage  is  to  discuss 
with  her  the  question  of 
foundation.  Here  again 
many  women  do  not  realise 
the  importance  of  wearing 
the  right  foundation  both 
for  their  skin  type  and  col- 
ouring, and  the  good  sales- 
man's job  is  to  explain  this 
to  them.  Foundation  is  es- 
sential both  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  skin  and  for  the 
correct  application  of  pow- 
der. Women  who  wonder 
how  that  pearly  glow  which 
they  see  on  the  perfectly 
made-up  face  is  attained 
should  be  made  to  realise 
that  it  is  due  first  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  skin  in 
perfect  health,  and  secondly 
to   the   use   of  the  correct

MASSAGE  MOVEMENTS 
APPLYING  LUBRICATING 

1.  Place  first  two  fingers 
hand  on  tip  of  chin  and 
slowly  upwards  until  face

Most 
good  cosmetic  houses  supply  shade  guides 
that  explain  in  full  just  what  colours  can 
advantageously  be  worn  by  the  blonde, 
brunette,  redhead  and  greyhead,  and  it 
will  be  in  the  chemist's  best  interests  to 
apply  for  such  a  guide  to  any  manufac- 
turer who  has  not  already  provided  one 
to  go  with  the  chemist's  stock  of  his  pro- 
ducts, and  to  see  that  each  of  his  assistants 
is  conversant  with  it,  in  order  to  be  able  to 
advise  really  efficiently.  Extra  copies  can 
also  be  kept  on  the  counter. 

The  short  outline  given  can  only  be  in 
the  nature  of  an  introduction  to  the  whole 
intricate  question  of  the  sale  of  beauty 
products  and  make-up.  Recognised  manu- 
facturers have  organised  schools  for  train- 
ing assistants  in  handling  their  particular 
range,  and  the  chemist  who  really  wishes 
his  shop  to  gain  a  reputation  as  the  best 
place  to  purchase  cosmetics  will  try  to  get 
his  assistants  enrolled  for  such  a  course. 
He  will  find  himself  well  rewarded  by  a 
steady  clientele  of  regular  customers.

The  laborious  and  costly  production  of  OTTO  of  ROSE 

By  J.  R.  A.  EVANS 


AT  its  current  price  of  around  400s. 
per  oz.  or  nearly  twice  the  price  of 
gold,  otto  of  rose  is  indeed  a  very  precious 
thing — so  precious  that  its  use  must  to 
some  extent  be  restricted.  While  the  cur- 
rent price  is  in  some  measure  due  to  the 
fact  that  world  production  has  not  yet 
reached  pre-war  levels,  otto  of  rose  can 
never  be  a  cheap  product  because  of  the 
immense  labour  involved  in  its  production. 
The  writer  was  able  to  see  the  extent  of 
labour  involved  when  he  visited  recently 
the  producing  districts  far  in  the  interior 
of  Anatolia. 

A  True  Essential  Oil 

In  the  first  place,  it  must  be  appreciated 
that  otto  of  rose  is  a  true  essential  oil  of 
rose,  obtained  wholly  by  distillation.  This 
process  gives  a  very  much  finer  product, 
but  also  a  considerably  lower  yield,  than 
the  extraction  process  with  volatile  solvents 
by  which  the  absolute  is  obtained.  By  the 
extraction  process  one  ton  of  flowers  gives 
about  1^  kilos  of  absolute,  but  some  three 
and  a  half  to  four  tons  of  flowers  must  be 
distilled  to  obtain  one  kilo  of  otto.  To 
produce  even  a  modest  quantity  of  otto, 
therefore,  many  thousands  of  rose  bushes 
must  be  planted  and  tended  by  innumer- 
able peasant  farmers,  each  of  whom  de- 
votes a  part  of  his  land  to  that  purpose. 
Moreover,  conditions  of  soil  and  climate

must  be  suitable.  Each  individual  bloom 
must  be  picked  by  hand — a  skilful  opera- 
tion if  carried  out  speedily  enough  to  per- 
mit the  collector  to  earn  even  a  meagre 
wage  for  his,  or  generally  her,  labour.  Dis- 
tillation must  be  carried  out  almost  im- 
mediately, for  if  the  flowers  are  allowed 
to  remain  for  any  appreciable  length  of 
time  in  the  sacks  in  which  they  are  trans- 
ported, almost  invariably  on  the  back  of 
a  diminutive  donkey,  fermentation  occurs, 
and  the  otto  is  completely  ruined  before 
distillation  even  starts. 

Distillation  is  carried  out,  for  the  most 
part,  in  small  stills  over  open  fires  fed  by 
brushwood  collected  in  the  vicinity.  The 
majority  of  the  stills  hold  ©nly  10  kilos 
of  flowers  and  some  50  litres  of  water. 
Behind  each  still  is  a  trough  through 
which  cold  water  from  the  mountains  runs 
continually  to  act  as  a  condenser.  Even 
so,  no  otto  is  extracted  from  the  first  dis- 
tillation, the  distillate  being  redistilled  and 
the  otto  collected  from  the  second  process. 
Thus  to  produce  one  kilo  of  otto,  some 
700  to  800  separate  distillations  must  be 
carried  out.  To  distil  the  crop  during  the 
three  or  four  weeks  in  the  year  when  the 
flowers  are  in  full  bloom,  many  hundreds 
of  stills  must  be  worked  day  and  night.  | 
When  to  the  great  numbers  who  attend  to 
the  stills  are  added  the  growers  and  the; 
collectors  of  the  flowers,  it  will  be  realised 
that  to  produce 
even  100  kilos  of 
otto,  for  which 
from  350  to  400 
tons  of  flowers  are 
required,  a  verit-| 
able  army  of  men  j 
and  women,  almostl 
wholly  peasant,  isl 
involved. 

Continuity  of" 
production,  not  to 
mention  extension, 
depends  largely  up- 
on the  receipt  by 
all  the  workers  of 
a  reasonable  return 
for  their  labour: 
and  while  it  is  not 
suggested  that  some 
reduction  from  the 
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urrent  high  level  of  prices  cannot  be  ex- 
ected,  it  is  certainly  a  fact  that  the 
rice  obtainable  has  a  direct  influence 
pon  the  level  of  production. 

When  the  United  Kingdom  devalued 
le    pound    sterling    in    relation    to  the 


United  States  dollar  in  September  1949, 
Turkey  did  not  devalue  her  currency.  The 
resulting  rise  in  the  cost  of  importing 
otto  of  rose  by  the  United  Kingdom  was 
very  considerable— in  fact  over  40  per 
cent.

Arising  out  of  a  discussion  on  the  arrears 
in  the  pricing  of  prescriptions  at  the  Janu- 
ary meeting  of  the  London  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committee  (Mr.  Clifford  Evans  in  the 
chair),  two  schemes  were  referred  to  a 
special  meeting  of  the  finance  and  general 
purposes  subcommittee  held  earlier  in  the 
year.  On  the  further  supplementary 
payment  on  account,  the  Chairman  stated 
that,  while  at  first  sight  a  payment  of  io 
per  cent,  appeared  to  be  too  high  to  avoid 
serious  overpayment,  on  closer  examination 
there  proved  to  be  no  greater  risk  of  over- 
payment than  had  existed  hitherto. 

In  discussion  on  remuneration  negotia- 
tions, the  Secretary  said  he  had  for- 
warded to  the  Central  National  Health 
Service  Committee  the  names  of  two 
contractors  who  had  expressed  their 
willingness  to  help.  Statistical  data  would 
be  supplied  to  that  body  when  required. 

Following  strong  representations  from 
the  Committee,  the  disintegration  test  for 
tablets  in  the  1948  British  Pharmacopoeia 
had  been  amended.  The  revision  still  left 
room  for  considerable  variation  in  its  inter- 
pretation, but  the  Committee  deemed  it 
advisable  to  await  the  outcome  of  its  appli- 
cation before  considering  any  further  re- 
presentations. 

Representations  had  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  to  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission  about  an  anomaly  that 
existed  in  the  formulas  used  for  the  pre- 
paration of  aq.  menth.  pip.  The  Drug 
Tariff  forrriula  had  approximately  one- 
third  the  strength  of  the  B.P.  water,  and 
that  weaker  article  was  the  one  for  which 
the  contractor  was  paid  under  N.H.S. 

The  Committee  decided  to  support  the 
claim  of  a  contractor  who  on  religious 
grounds  wished  to  close  his  pharmacy 
from  sunset  on  Fridays  and  to  remain 
closed  all  day  on  Saturdays  provided  he 
made  a  formal  application  to  the  Execu- 
tive Council. 

Warning  to  be  Circulated 

The  Secretary  reported  that  two  cases 
had  arisen  in  which  contractors  had  sup- 
plied mist,  ammon.  chlor.  et  morph.  v/hen 
mist,  ammon.  chlor.  had  been  ordered.  It 
was  agreed  to  warn  contractors  of  that 
pitfall  in  the  next  circular  to  contractors.

in  spite  of  the  reduced  container  and  on- 
cost allowances.  In  January  1951,  the 
month  of  the  influenza  epidemic,  London 
contractors  dispensed  2,640,289  prescrip- 
tions, costing  £396,743. 

London  Test  Prescriptions 

The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Committee 
recommended  severe  censure  of,  and  a 
monetary  penalty  on,  an  authorised  sup- 
plier of  appliances  who  had  dispensed  a 
prescription  for  1  yd.  absorbent  gauze  in  a 
loose  brown  paper  packet  secured  with  a 
gummed  label  printed  "  Plain  Gauze," 
which  did  not  appear  to  be  a  manufac- 
turer's or  wholesaler's  packet  as  stipulated 
in  the  Drug  Tariff.  Similar  action  was 
recommended  towards  a  chemist  contractor 
who  dispensed  a  2^-in.  elastic  web  bandage 
when  a  3-in.  crepe  bandage  was  demanded 
the  assistant  admitting  that  he  did  not 
know  the  difference  between  crepe  and 
elastic  web  bandages.  The  Committee 
was  "  disturbed  to  find  on  the  Council's 
Pharmaceutical  List  a  firm  with  so  inade- 
quate a  sense  of  responsibility  "  as  to  per- 
mit an  employee  who  had  made  such  an 
admission  to  supply  appliances. 

It  was  recommended  that  £27  should 
be  withheld  from  the  remuneration  of  a 
company  of  chemists  and  15s.  of  that  sum 
repaid  to  a  complainant  for  a  truss  supplied 
to  him  by  the  company  on  the  presenta- 
tion by  him  of  a  form  EC  10.  The  com- 
pany maintained  that  they  had  supplied  a 
better  quality  truss  than  they  thought  the 
National  Health  Service  would  pay  for. 

A  caution  and  monetary  penalty  were 
recommended  on  a  company  which  had 
dispensed  a  prescription  for  mist,  lobel.  et 
ntramon.  co.  containing  an  excess  of  15.6 
.per  cent,  of  potassium  iodide.  For  the 
company  it  was  suggested  that  the  excess 
might  have  arisen  by  the  confusion  of  a 
scruple  with  a  half-scruple  weight,  as  the 
dispenser  had  qualified  abroad. 

A  recent  report  of  the  Finance  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Lon- 
don Executive  Council  shows  that  over- 
payments amounting  to  £6,414  and  in 
volving  212  chemists  have  been  made.  I 
is  hoped  that  the  recent  increase  in  on 
cost  to  25  per  cent,  will  eliminate  sucf 
adverse  balances.  The  amount  of  over 
payment  will  be  withheld  from  "advances' 
where  large  amounts  are  involved.

This  revision  of  Lupton's  "  Aids  to  the 
Mathematics  of  Pharmacy  "  is  useful  to 
both  practising  pharmacists  and  students. 
The  first  four  chapters,  which  deal  with 
calculations  involved  in  dispensing  and  in 
the  preparation  of  galenicals,  must  be  a 
boon  to  busy  apprentice  masters.  The  next 
three  chapters,  for  final  students  and  lab- 
oratory workers,  deal  with  calculations  in 
quantitative  chemical  analysis  and  micro- 
scopy, and  with  statistical  methods  for  bio- 
logical assays.  The  eighth  chapter,  dealing 
with  elementary  principles  of  logarithms, 
might  well  have  been  omitted,  unless  in- 
cluded for  pharmacists  of  an  older  genera- 
tion. Pharmaceutical  students  can,  a  post- 
eriori, be  assumed  to  have  reached  a 
matriculation  credit  standard  in  mathe- 
matics :  the  chapter  deals  entirely  with 
work  covered  in  fourth  form  classes.  Fur- 
thermore, the  authoress  is  here  venturing 
into  the  realm  of  pure  mathematics,  the 
conventions  of  which  should  be  respected. 
Approximations  are  permissible  in  pure 
mathematics :  untruths  are  not.  There  is 
therefore  no  justification  for  allowing  the 
statement  "5.137  =  0.7107"  to  be  printed 
even  if  it  is  obvious  from  the  context  that 
"log  5.137  =  0.7107"  is  meant.  A  much 
more  patent  example  is:  [log]  0.5137  = 
-1.7 107  "  when  the  correct  value  is,  in 
fact:  -1  +0.7107.  A  last  chapter  on  the 
use  of  the  slide  rule  is  not  out  of  place  in 
this  work.  In  two  appendices  are  given 
displacement  values  of  substances  that  are 
frequently  prescribed  in  suppositories  and 
atomic  weights  of  the  commoner  elements. 
Tables  of  logarithms  and  antilogarithms 
and  a  number  of  numerical  exercises  to 
which  answers  are  provided  at  the  end  of 
the  book  are  included.
